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S a n D ie g o. January 20tb.—A telegram 
was received at tiie office of the California 
Southern Railroad yesterday afternoon at 4 
o'clock which gives the first reliable report 
of an allray which occurred at Oceanside 
W ednesday afternoon. A rancher in Moosa 
canyon, named J. A. Jones, went East a 
year ago on business. During his absence 
a family named Goen, a widow with two 
sons and a daughter, took possession of his 
ranch, cabin and furniture. On Jones’ re­ 
turn he instituted legal proceedings to eject 
the parties. His title to the propert'1 was 
confirmed, and 011 Wednesday, the l$th 
inst., with Sheritl Breedlove and Deputy 
Freem an and two citizens, he went to take 
possession. 
The whole family of Goen faced the offi­ 
cers of the law with revolvers. Mr. Breed­ 
love snatched the revolver from Mrs. Goen, 
who was at the door. She seized a gun and 
shot him in the face. In the melee which 
followed citizen Reed was fatally wounded 
by Percy Goen. The married daughter of 
Airs, 
oen was accidentally shot in the 
neck by her brother, and fell dead. Free­ 
m an was severely stunned by a blow on 
the head. Percy Goen ij shot through the 
head and arm fatally. 
His sister and 
brother were dead when the officers re­ 
treated with their wounded, and Mrs. Goen 
still holds the fort, declaring that she will 
not leave the place alive. 
No later reports have been received from 
the ranch, but it is supposed that the sole 
survivor of the family has cared for, if she 
has not already buried the victims of the 
tragedy. 
People living in the vicinity are 
said to he a tough lot of citizens, and Jones 
is especially spoken of a3 a desperate char­ 
acter. 
The county officials seem to know noth­ 
ing of the cause, and, as usual, the Coroner 
is conspicuous by his absence and useless­ 
ness. H e was last night repeatedly asked, 
and again at 9 o’clock this morning, to 
meet the District Attorney at the Court­ 
house at once so that action could be taken 
in the matter, but at 3 p. m . he was still ab­ 
sent. 
In all probability he will leave for 
Oceanside on this evening's train and hold 
an inquest at the scene of the tragedy to­ 
night.

Makvsvii.i.e, January 20th.—A few days 
since a local fruit-pest inspector announced 
the appearance of the “ red-spotted” or 
“ twice-stabbed’ lady bug in the old Tee- 
garden orchard near Y uba City. Its arrival 
was hailed witli much satisfaction by the 
fruit-growers, as the bug is considered a 
formidable foe lo the scale insects which 
inflict so much damage upon the fruit trees. 
P. I,. Bunco, whose home is also near A'uba 
v City, says that the Iadv bug mentioned has 
inhabited bis orchard for six years past. It 
lived on tbp San Jose scale, but did not ex­ 
term inate the pest. In fact, the scale m ul­ 
tiplied in spite of the attacks of the lady 
bug, and he was compelled to resort to 
spraying to keep down the scale. The 
spraying was also bad for the lady bugs, 
and their number has been kept reduced 
by the annua! application to the trees, but 
they are still to be found in the orchard. 
Buncesays he is convinced that the San Jose 
scale 
cannot be 
exterminated in any 
orchard in which it has once established 
itself, and must be fought from year to 
y ear; but he is satisfied that in this way it 
may he kept in subjection. He regards the 
lady bug as a useful friend to the fruit­ 
grower, but says as a Tesult of his experi­ 
ence that it would be very unwise to rely 
upon its labors to keep down the scale. He 
has found the scale on the trunks of his 
trees to a depth of about six inches below 
the surface of the ground, and when he 
sprays again he means to draw away the 
earth from the trees so as to expose the 
stem to that depth.

Permit me to say to ail readers of the 
R ecord- U n io n , and others contemplating 
the culture of oranges and other citrus 
fruits, that the fewer “pointers” they “pick 
up,” like the above, from hyphenated lec­ 
turers from the Holy Land, the better it 
will be for the success of their future enter­ 
prises in this direction. Anv pomologist 
here can point out to Mr. Madden, Wad-El- 
W ard, or any other person plenty of lime 
trees ruined by the white and red scale, 
a d 1 am sure Mr. Lelong, Secretary of the 
State Board of Horticulture, will fully cor­ 
roborate my statement. Besides, budding 
as he suggests, would make the orange 
much more susceptible to the cold and cli­ 
matic caanges for all our semi-tropical cit­ 
rus trees. The lime is the most tender and 
liable to damage from frosts. To all our 
“ Northern Citms Belt’’ brethren contem­ 
plating orange culture I would say, bud on 
the hardiest acclimated seedling orange 
stock you can find, then see to it that the 
scale insect secures no lodgment in the or­ 
chard, or if so promptly burn up every in- 
fe-eted tree where it stands, and the insect 
with it, but don’t you bud orange on lime 
or lemon, for the scale loves them all with 
a love exceeding that of woman.

W a sh in g t o n, January 20th.—It was ex­ 
pected when the House met this morning 
that the Carlisle and Thoebe contested elec­ 
tion case would be settled before adjourn­ 
ment. The Democratic members of the 
committee had determined to leave to 
Crisp, Chairman of the Election Commit­ 
tee, the presentation of Carlisle’s case, and 
not take any part in the debate. Speeches 
in abundance were anticipated from the 
Republican side of the House, but nothing 
that would materially delay the final de­ 
cision. Mr. Crisp commenced the discus­ 
sion, and members from both sides of the 
chamber having made up their minds as to 
how they would vote, paid little attention 
to his argument. After the Chairman of 
the Election Committee had concluded, 
Lyman of Mississippi, Taylor of Ohio, 
Lodge ot Massachusetts, and Thoebe. Car- 
lisies contestant, made speeches which 
aroused the attention of the House, Houck 
of Tennessee, who appeared to be especially 
enthusiastic, took part in the beginning of 
the debate. 
Mr. Lodge, who is a member of the E x­ 
ecutive Committee, contended that the affi­ 
davits presented by both parties to the 
contest were ex parte, and not calculated to 
give the House a fair and intelligent idea of 
the issues in controversy. 
He said that if 
the committee in the first instance had 
decided not to take any further advance 
than that originally presented he should 
have voted for Carlisle, but those having 
been opened to receive affidavits respecting 
fraud an i collusion, he believed it the duty 
of the House to probe the matter to the 
bottom. 
During the debate scarcely any of the 
members left the House, and when the 
motion was put to appoint a select commit­ 
tee to take evidence in the case it was 
defeated by a vote of only 132 to 127. On 
motion to declare Carlisle elected to the 
seat the Republicans filibustered and the 
question went over until to-morrow.

W a sh in g t o n, January 
20th.—Senator 
Sawyer, Chairman of the Senate Postoffice 
Committee, called his committee to order 
at 11 o’clock this morning, and Dr. Norvin 
Green, President of the Western Union, 
addressed the committee in opposition to 
the Government telegraph bills. 
H e di­ 
rected liiniselt first, though briefly, to the 
constitutional 
questions 
to which the 
measures give rise. 
He quoted a decision 
of the Supreme Court to the effect that the 
telegraph business is in itself commerce. 
He touched upon this constitutional point, 
be said, merely because he did not wish 
the committee to understand the company 
waived it. 
He claimed that no people on 
earth enjoyed as perfect a system of tele­ 
graph as the Americans. Green then com­ 
pared the telegraph systems of England 
and the United States, and asserted that 
the long-dis ance rates of the Western 
Union were cheaper than any other long­ 
distance rate in the world. He said the 
Western 
Union 
enjoyed no exclusive 
franchise or legislative grants, and that the 
field was open to everybody who might 
choose to enter it. 
lie said that rates 
would 
be 
reduced the present year. 
The 
W estern 
Union 
had 
to 
pay 
from one to two hundred thousand dollars 
a year for mistakes. If the Government 
did run a telegraph system, it must take 
the existing lines. No private enterprise 
could run against the National Treasury 
setting out to do business for nothing. He 
wished to say concerning the Western 
I’ll ion that its value as stated by the press 
would not buy wire at the factory, the com­ 
pany's other equipments amounted to three 
or four times the value of the wire. 
He 
slates rhat the property of the Western 
Union could not possibly be duplicated to­ 
day for its capitalization'. •• I am told,” the 
Doctor continued, “ that a petition bearing 
500,000 signatures is to be sent to the com­ 
mittee in tavor of the Government system. 
The signatures will come by command, 
originating in a spite against one man, with 
whom Powderly had quarreled, and not

PREVENTION 
OP BALDNESS. 


S o m e o f 
th e M rthm : . 
fo r 
A v o id a n c e 
R a th e r th a n C u re. 
< )ne should watch for the first symptoms 
of baldness, and endeavor to check it by 
judicious means. 
As dyspepsia is a prevailing cause, that 
must lie removed. 
If constipation be a 
trouble, legitimate means must lie adopted 
of bringing tire alimentary canal into good 
working order. 
F ruit should form a part 
ot the diet, winter and summer; the cold 
hath should be taken daily, with now and 
then a course of tonics. 
If debility be 
present, the bitter vegetable tonics, syrup 
of the phosphates, and cod-liver oil will do 
m udi good. 
In the debility of young men, 
associated with nervousness, small doses of 
the bromide of potassium may lie taken 
three times a day for a month, in conjunc­ 
tion witJi the syrup. 
Sea-air and sea-bath­ 
ing do good. 
l’he bed-room and living-rooms gener­ 
ally should be extra well ventilated ; the 
mattress should lie a hard one, ant! no 
more eiothing worn by day or night than 
is absolutely necessary. 
The scalp must be kept very dean. 
W ashing the hair once a fortnight, using 
yolk of an egg instead of soap, and not 
drying too roughly, will he most advan­ 
tageous. 
Afterwards a simple pomade 
may be used sparingly. 
A good hard hair-brush should he used 
daily, to thoroughly stim ulate the scalp. 
The following is a useful application to 
lie used night and morning: 
Take of 
tincture of cantharides two ounces, dis­ 
tilled vinegar two and a half ounces, of 
spirits of rosemary the same quantity, and 
fill up to a pint with elder-flower water. 
Cutting the hair short does little or no 
good, as baldness is distinctly a constitu­ 
tional ailment. 
The head should never be 
covered in the house, and just as seldom as 
possible out of doors. 
A light, well ventilated hat is the best 
head dre-s, a close-fitting cap the worst. 
Does any one, I wonder, wear a nightcap 
in this nineteenth century ? 
If so, let him 
burn i t ; if he values the health of his hair 
and head he will. 
Next to the folly of 
drinking nightcaps comes that of wearing 
them. 
Verbum sap. 
Actual baldness is not invariably irre­ 
mediable, hut as a rule it is. 
The same 
treatm ent will prove beneficial, but even 
stronger stim ulants may be needed, and 
before they are applied the scalp should he 
fomented with warm water. 
W hen hair begins to grow frequent 
shaving does good. 
But on the whole, as 
regards baldness, prevention is better than 
cure.— Cassells Family Magazine.

A remarkable tiling occurred last week 
in the little town of Puerto Kieo. 
A 
prominent citizen suddenly gave up the 
ghost; after which, according to custom, 
neighbors and friends of the deceased 
flocked in to pray for the dead and con­ 
dole with the living. 
T he corpse, dressed 
in his best and crowned with a wreath-of 
red tissue roses, lay covered with a sheet 
upon a black-palled bier, caniles burning 
at the feet and head. 
A lamnt-iiully- 
sprcad refreshment table ip. an adjoining 
room groaned under its load of “ funeral 
baked meats ” and various drinkables, set 
out to sustain the mourners in th eir sor­ 
row ; the priests had said their say and 
departed, leaving the stafly littb room fill’ 
of incense; the wife and daughters were 
m akirg such an hysterical lr.ss as only 
Mexican females can ; men were groanirg, 
women crying aloud, and all praying a u ­ 
dibly, in full enjoyment of the luxury of 
grief—when the dead man unexpectedly 
jiopjied up his head and inquired 


THE CAUSE OF THE ROW. 
The mourners shrieked and tied, tuin- 
bling over one another in their frantic 
•haste—and thongli the supposed corpse 
begged piteously not to be left alone, even 
the wife deserted the casa, ami could not 
he induced to return until the next day, 
after strangers had seen the man “clothed 
and in his right mind,” and repeatedly as­ 
sured her that he had only been in a par­ 
ticularly sound sleep. 
A similar circumstance occurred several 
years ago in the village of Candela, State 
of Coahuila. 
It was Señora tiuadahqie 
Keducino, wife of a wealthy Mexican, who 
was taken very ill, and, to all appearances, 
died. 
She was treated as all corpses are in 
this country, the usual pow-wow was duly 
gone through, and the hour for burial ap­ 
proached. 
It happened that an intelligent 
woman of the neighborhood came to look 
her last upon the good lady, and discov­ 
ered what to her seemed like faint signs of 
life. 
She called the husband’s attention, 
but he, being a devout Catholic, and there­ 
fore in duty hound to feel resigned, piously 
remarked something to the effect that the 
“Lord hath taken away—blessed be his 
name,” and refused to meddle witli the de­ 
crees of Providence. 
But the neighbor ¡«ersisted in his hum­ 
ille opinion that Dona Keducino was not 
dead, and finally won over one or two 
others to his belief. Then a new compli­ 
cation arose, for the law compels the bur­ 
ial of the dead within twenty-four hours 
after life has left the body. Though still 
believing th a t his wife had regularly shuf­ 
fled ofi; Don Keducino took 110 further 
steps toward burying her till the third day, 
when the local police notified him that if 
he did not get her under ground imme- 
ately, there would lie trouble, in the simpe 
of a heavy line and a funeral per force; 
whereupon the grave was dug and an early 
hour appoiuted for the last -ad rites. 
The prayers had all been said and 
friends gathered around to dose the coffin 
and carry it to the tomb—when the corpse 
gasped and opened its eyes. 
The couple 
are still living, surrounded hv their chil­ 
dren and grandchildren, near Ojo Caliento 
(Hot Springs'!, in Coahuila. 
T hat reminds me of another occurrence, 
equally gruesome, recorded lately in the 
Mexican papers. 
A lady of this city, who 
owns a house ¡11 Manzanares street, dis­ 
covered somehow that the family who 
rented it had not been seen for several 
days. 
Finally she went to the casa and 
knocked loudly for admission. 
Receiving 
110 answer, she became alarmed and eailed 
upon the police to force open the door. 
The sight they beheld was a horrible one. 
Father, mother and their only daughter 
(aged 15) were 


I.VINO DEAD rPON TIIE K 1,00It, 
T heir distorted faces, clenched hands and 
twisted bodies telling plainly the agonies 
they had suffered. 
T hat they had been 
dead several days was proved by the terri­ 
ble smell and their blackened and swollen 
condition. 
Investigation revealed the fact 
that they had been ¡«oisoned and robbed, 
and suspicion pointed strongly to the serv­ 
ants as 
the perpetrators, all three of 
whom had decamped fur parts unknown. 
W hile on the subject of horrors let me 
tell of a ghost-guarded cavern not far 
away, situated in a canyon of the Sierras, 
a few miles from Cuernavaca. 
All the 
hills of that section arc known to contain 
gold and silver, but no prospector—unless 
he be a very verdant one— will venture 
near this ghost-infested gorge. 
Now and 
then some doubting Thomas from Yankee 
laud snifls at the storv and determines to 
prove its falsity; hut none have ever been 
known to get into the cave or to attem pt 
it a second time. Tradition says that at 
the entrance of a vast black hole in the 
mountain sits the eorjise of an Indian 
woman, and if one attempts to pass her 
she dutches him with lionv fingers, utter­ 
ing cries that are warranted to freeze the 
blood of the bravest. 
The story goes that in 1808 the cavern 
was occupi-d by peaceful Indians of the 
Tonto tribe, when a party of whites, sim­ 
ply lor cruel s¡K>rt, “ cleaned out ” and 
murdered every one of th em ; and since 
th at day nobody lots been able to enter 
the cave, because of the tiling that sits at 
the door. 
Net long ago a couple of Americans 
tried it, having la-cn so foolish beforehand 
** to boast of what they were going to do. 
After a while one of them came hack, with 
shattered nerves and air distraught; and 
the other one has not been heard from 
since, even by his partner. 
The man who 
returned is strangely reticent on the -sub­ 
ject, but has confided a portion of his ex­ 
periences to one of his persistent inquisi­ 
tors. 
lie savs they found the gorge, away 
up amid the higltest buttes of the Sierra, 
surrounded by the most lonesome and 
God-forsaken scenery it is possible to im­ 
agine. H aving no faitli in the stories, 
they walked boldly ahead—till suddenly 
both felt a strange chill, as if struck by an 
icy wind. 
At tbe same moment a fearful 
shriek, as of mingled rage and terror, 
arose, and directly ¡¡1 front of them ap- 
j«eared a horrible figure, that of a tall 
female corpse, hearing .down ujxm them 
w ith 
daw -like hands extended. 
It * 
needless to add that they stood not ujion 
the order of their going, but ran for their 
lives—and one of them seems to be run­ 
ning still.

“ CROSS OF PALENQUE,” 
W hich for many years has been the won­ 
derment of the archieological world. 
It 
came in sections, part of it more than 
three years [age, and the last bit has only 
just arrived. A small portion of this cele­ 
brated cross, taken from Palenque as far 
back as 1842. is in the National Museum 
at Washington. 
To make the priceless 
relic complete, the Museum authorities at 
W ashington have been, or will be, asked 
to furniiii the Mexican museum w ith a 
duplicóte cast of the piece possessed by 
them. 
The ancient temple from which this 
cross ~rvas taken, or rather the ruins of it, 
may '.?• reached w ithout much trouble, »f 
one iias time and money enough at com­ 
mand. From Vera Cruz you g© bv steamer 
to Frontera, near the mouth of the Ta­ 
basco river, which once bora, and ought to 
retain, the name of G ri jalva, who discov­ 
ered it in 1518. 
The anchorage is six 
n i les from Frontera, where green and 
mudd v waters, laden w ith green branches 
and orchid-covered tree-trunks ¡ir»claim a 
mighty stream, draining an area of tropical 
vegetation.

passengers to Frontera, or 
Bautiste, the capital city of 
Tabasco. 
Though only six miles to shore, the fare 
thereto is five dollars, or twelve to San 
Juan, some fifteen miles up the river. 
If you happen to hit a season of high 
waters, and don’t die of yellow fever in the 
meantime, you may sail on up the Rio Ta­ 
basco to a point whence an overland jour­ 
ney of only two days will bring you to one 
of the greatest ruins of the world—th e fa­ 
mous Palenque group. 
They lie about 
eight miles from the little village of Pal­ 
enque, and though Cortez, on his m urder­ 
ous march to Honduras in 1524, must have 
passed close by them, neither lie nor Diaz, 
his garrulous companion, make any men­ 
tion of them, and they were not discovered 
till two centuries and a half later. 
In 1787 Captain Antonio del Rio was 
sent by the Spanish King to explore them; 
but his rejKirt was not given to the world 
till 1822, when somebody published it in 
London. 
In 1807 the ruins were again in­ 
vestigated by Captain Dupaix, at the in­ 
stance of Carlos 1V ; but his labors were 
never made public till nearly th irty years 
afterwards, in Paris. The best accounts of 
their present appearance we owe to the 
American travelers, J. L. Stephens and 
Frederick Ober. 


THE RAINED STRUCTURES 
Were erected upon terraced hillocks of 
vast dimensions. 
The grandest is that 
now called “ The Palace,” 238 feet long by 
180 feet deep, hut only 25 feet high. 
The greatest interest, however, centers in 
the little edifice known as “ Casa number 
two,” which, it is unnecessary to say, is 
not the name bestowed upon it by the 
original builders—in which was found the 
famous tablet covered with strange sculpt­ 
uring and hieroglyphics, including the 
figure of the cross, about which archa-olo- 
gists have wrangled so long and bitterly. 
Here is M r.Stephens’ description: “ The 
principal subject of this tablet is the cross. 
It is surmounted by a strange bird and 
loaded with indescribable ornaments. The 
two figures are evidently those of very im­ 
portant personages. They are well drawn, 
and in symmetry of proportion areequal to 
many th at are carved on the walls of the 
temples of Egypt. 
* 
* 
* 
Both are 
looking toward the cross, and one seems in 
the act of making an offering, perhaps of a 
child. All speculations on the subject are of 
course entitled to little regard, but perhaps 
it would not lie wrong to ascribe to these 
personages a sacerdotal character. The hier­ 
oglyphics, doubtless, explain them all. Near 
them are other hieroglyphics, which remind 
us of the Egyptian mode of recording 
the name, history, office or character of the 
persons represented. 
This tablet or cross 
has given rise to more learned speculation 
than 
any others 
found at Palenque.” 
Aside from this there is much evidence to 
prove that 


BEFORE THE ADVENT OF COLUMBUS. 
The cross was introduced into America, 
but we have not space to produce it. 
One 
author gravely asserts that it was origin­ 
ally brought here by Saint Thomas liim- 
soif, who preached to the aborigines of 
Mexico awav hack in the bv-gones. Those 
early historians seem to have had ereat 
faith in the frequent materialization of the 
saints. ( lomara assures us that the glori­ 
ous apostle, .St. James, assisted in jierson 
in the Spanish conquest of Tabasco, riding 
on a dappled horse. Bernal Diaz savs with 
candor that 
he 
did 
not behold this 
apparition himself, but adds. “Although 
I, unworthy sinner that I am, was unfit to 
behold either of those holy apostles. (St. 
Peter and St. James) upwards of four hun­ 
dred of us were present; let their testi­ 
mony be taken."

the 
Smithsonian Contributions to Knowledge 
about nine years ago, made an interesting 
comparison between the glyphs sculptured 
on this tablet of the cross, and the svmliols 
of tbe celebrated “Maya alphabet,” of 
Zanda, the first Bishop’of Yucatan. 
H e 
found many points of contrast between the 
two, and only such differences as would 
naturally arise between the writing of the 
same language at epochs several vears 
apart. 
1 lie temple which contained the tablet 
stands on an artificial pyramid, 134 feet 
high, from whose summit the view ex­ 
tends to the Laguna del Términos and 
the G ulf of Mexico. 
Regarding the stuc­ 
co adornments so characteristic of Palenque, 
Stephens says: 
“ The roof of the temple 
shows two slopes, the lower one being rid 
ly ornamented with stucco figures, plants 
and flowers, mostly ruined. 
Among them 
are fragments of a'beautiful head and two 
bodies, in justness oí proportion and sym­ 
metry approaching the Greek models ' 
W hat mysteries lie hidden, w ith the 
mold of buried races, within those tangled 
forests of Tabasco, who can tell ?

I t was Christmas Eve, th at presager of 
the good to all th e ■world; for whatever 
brings good to one m nst help all in degree. 
W e had gathered al*o«t the open blaze of 
the coal-firc in the large, square keeping- 
room of the old New England homestead. 
There were father, mother, brother Ray 
and cousin Dana Tind their wives and my­ 
self, who had all come down on the after­ 
noon train for n-quiet holiday. 
It was storming fiercely, and -ever and 
again the snowflakes were hurled against 
the window-glass with a flecking sound 
which told of the hitter conflict of the d e ­ 
ments, and enhanced the comfort within 
by contrast with the tedkmsness of out­ 
side exposure. 
When the early tw ilight of the short 
winter <lav had merged the somber gray 
of t he storm-clouds into dark blackness 
and mother had drop¡xal the curtains, as 
it seemed a little too early for lights we 
drew our chairs a little closer about the 
bright lire; and, as the shadows arose and 
fell, we chatted of many things. 
W hen we had exhausted the topics of 
present interest a silence fell upon us, and 
we had been sitting for some minutes with­ 
out speaking, when a terrible blast came 
trum peting around the old house, ending 
in a half scream, half sob, in tiie chimney. 
“ Ugh !” said Dana, shrugging his shoul­ 
ders. 
“ This makes me think of my ad­ 
venture in Canada during the war. 
Did I 
ever tell you about that ?” 
Dana was an apt story-teller, and we all 
hugged him, with the eagerness of chil­ 
dren, to tell us the adventure. 
Throwing 
hack Ids head and settling himself com­ 
fortably, he began: 
“ Late in the fall of ’64 there were sus­ 
picious movements along the Canadian 
frontier which 
made the 
Government 
anxious for some exact data by which to 
guide future movements. 
1 was detailed 
from my command to do the required 
work. 
The time given was very short, as 
I was ordered imperatively to report to the 
W ar Department at W ashington in person 
the first day of J anuary, 1865. 
_ “ It is a very easy thing for those who 
sit in luxuriously furnished rooms,behind 
rosewood desks, to measure the work for 
subalterns, sending them out, sometimes to 
death, and always to more or less priva- 
vation, with lightly-given orders. 
“ I had aliout me pa|iers of great value 
to the Government. 
T heir loss, as 1 now 
know, would have made a far different 
showing in the closing up of the civil 
war. 1 met with several vexatious delays 
but, as I had a good horse, and a light, 
easy traveling sleigh, I pressed on with 
the courage of necessity. 
My route lay 
so near the frontier that 1 was part of the 
time in the States and part of the tim e in 
Canada. The sleighing was absolutely 
perfect. 
“ The 24th of December had dawned 
brightly. 
As the day advanced, however, 
a slight haze from the southwest over­ 
spread the whole sk v, growing more dense 
and hanging lower and lower until, 
night come on, the first scattering flakes of 
snow thickened into one blinding sheet of 
driving sleet, through which objects on 
the leeward side were barely discernible, 
“ Im agine my feelings. 
j was still miles 
from the nearest town, on a lonely road 
with only an occasional hostelry. 
My 
horse began to show signs of fatigue. 
A 
mile or two ahead a dense pine forest 
loomed up, through which the road passed 
and from here came, on the wings of the 
gale, th at horrible barking, wailing cry 
which once heard no one ever after mb 
takes for other than the 
howling c 
wolves. 
“Suddenly, as the condition I was in 
dawned on my mind, there loomed up out 
of the mist and gathering darkness a large, 
two-story, 
old-fashioned, gambrel-roofed 
house. 
Although I could see no lights, J 
had no alternative ; I must at least have 
shelter for both myself anil horse. 
T urn­ 
ing into a lane th at led to outbuildings 
attached to the house, I drove to a shed 
th at was a part of a lean-to built close to 
the house, and as I judged, used as a barn. 
Leaving my horse there, I knocked at the 
door of the house, hut receive no response. 
1 concluded they had probably gone to 
some Christmas jollification, and believ­ 
ing that no Christian would, under the cir­ 
cumstances, refuse shelter, I unhitched, 
managed to lead my horse to a manger in 
the barn, where I secured and blanketed 
him. Going back to the cutter, I got my 
robes and climbed into the loft above, anil 
finding a mow of good hay, I threw down a 
large armful to the horse, and then grop­ 
ing my way over to the part of the mow- 
next to tiie house, 1 scooped out a bed, 
spread 
out my two heavy 
bearskins, 
loosened my revolver in my belt so as to 
be ready for an emergency, and crept into 
my impromptu lied. 
1 grew warm, and 
congratulated myself on my good fortune 
as 1 listened to tiie pitiless 'pelting of tbe 
storm outside. 
You know, boys, we slept 
in a good many worse places during the 
war. 
“How long 1 slept 1 never knew. 
I was 
awakened by the snorting of my horse, as 
if in terror. 
Instantly 1 was wide awake. 
The whole interior of the bam was fillet! 
with a clear, soft light, like nothing 1 had 
ever seen before, and the effect of which I 
cannot describe 
It seemed to come from a 
window just above my head, in the house 
which here formed the side of the loft 
where I was. 
W ith my revolver in hand, 
I crept softly to the window. 
You may 
laugh at this precaution as being unneces­ 
sary and absurd, but, to tell the truth, 
something uncanny about the light had 
given me quite a nervous thrill. 
“Gaining a position where I could get a 
good view of the interior of the room, I 
noted rapidly the contents, and I do not 
hesitate to confess they did not tend in the 
least to quiet my startled nerves. 
You 
know I am not given much to nerves, any­ 
way. 
It was a large square room—floor, 
sides and ceiling made of some kind of 
white wood, in which were laid the sym­ 
bols ot the old Cabalists in red and black 
tracery, the whole brought to the highest 
possible finish and glistening like a pol­ 
ished mirror. 
The reflected luster was 
soft and powerful. 
From the center of the 
ceiling hung a globe of crystal. 
It was 
evidently^ the source of the light, but it 
did not yield it the same way as an ordin­ 
ary lamp, for no glare prevented its being 
distinctly seen in the universally diffused 
light coming from nowhere in particular. 
“ On one side of the room was a circle 
about five feet in diameter, inclosed by a 
triple circumference of red, white and 
black—-the outer being black and the inner 
red. 
The area of this circle seemed like 
the ground glass of a camera, and over its 
surface formless shadows were moving in 
some kind of regular rhythm , but I am id 
not hold my attention of this alone long 
enough to formulate w hat they were. 
On 
the opposite side of the room, the whole 
length, ran a highly polished mahogany- 
table inlaid with silver. On this rested a 
most 
intricate 
arrangement 
of 
wires, 
wheels 
and electric m ultipliers; 
these 
were all evidently connected with a grass 
case containing a magnificent galvanic bat- 
te*T-. Over the center of this curious me­ 
chanism was a large dial, iike a clock-face. 
A very grotesquely-carved frame o f ebonv 
surrounded this dial, the whole represent­ 
ing tin? Egyptian symbol of eternitv—a 
serpent with its tail in its mouth. 
There 
were live hands, each ending in a serpent’s j 
head, with brilliants for eyes. 
The usual 
circle for hours and minutes w as iu the 
center. 
Oat-ide of this were the months 
and days, aud on an acute circle still were 
numbered years from one to twentv-ave. I 
noted in a glance that it was nearly 12 
o'clock of the twelfth 
month of ‘ tiie 
twenty-fifth year. 
Everything al«out this 
superb mechanism was of the most perfect 
finish ami elegant polish. 
“ In the center of the room a sight met 
my view that fairly made my heart stop 
beating. 
On a raised días, at an angle of 
forty-li re degrees .so as to be in full view from 
where I stood, lay a large casket of glass. 
Within its crystal walls reclined a maiden 


of wonderful beauty. 
H er hair, of that 
rippling, lustrous gold of which poets and 
arti.-ts tell us, flowed about her neck and 
shoulders. 
A robe of foamy tissue covered 
her save where the bartjarrns and shoulders, 
rounded and full, showed their exquisite 
proportions. 
She lay witli closed eves and 
seemed to sleep.

“Amazed beyond self-control, my first 
iraimlse was to try again for admission at 
the outer doors. 
I half-turned away to 
descend from the loft, when some heavy 
folds of tapestry on the side of the room 
farthest from me seemed of their own 
accord to move aside, disclosing an arched 
passage through which, in single tile, 
seven men with slow and measured tread 
entered the room. 
They were all dressed in long, black 
gowns, belted at the waist with a broad, 
plain band of shining metal, save one, 
whose belt was of crystal.

necks a golden chain held a symbol resting 
upon their breasts.

Never, voluntaril. 
will the soul descend again into its old 
outgrown prison house. 
“ ‘The new body of the perfect, revealed 
to the wise ones under the symbol of the 
resurrection, will be as spiritual and per­ 
fect as is the soul—a growth from within 
outwardly—the reverse of the manifesta­ 
tion now known to your personal sense as 
spiritual growth. 
Farewell, dearly be­ 
loved, until you, released from fetters of 
clay, shall meet me in the eternal and un­ 
dying. 
T adjure you by the “word of 
power” to let me go. 
W ith all the spirit 
force I have attained during these years 
beyond the veil I will this dust to dust.’ 
“ As these last words were spoken _ 
cloud of fine ashes fell back to the bottom 
of the casket, leaving a glorified shape 
that floated out into the room and was 
gone. 
“ A sharp pang convulsed me and I was 
unconscious. 
“ When 1 awoke next morning 1 found 
the sun was shining brightly. 
I seemed 
to have hut one thought or purpose, and 
th at was to get away as soon and as far as 
possible from this place. 
I got all my be­ 
longings together, hitched up my horse 
and drove off. 
A parting glance showed 
me the heavy oaken shutters still securely 
shut. 
“ W rapping my robes about me as a 
protection from the keen air, I pushed on 
through the woods to the next town 
where I found rest and refreshment for 
myself and horse. 
“ By guarded inquiries of the jolly land 
lord 1 managed to find out that the house 
belonged to the President of the medical 
college at A 
. 
H e was generally re 
garded as an eccentric and an enthusiast, 
whom people feared more than they loved, 
and whose success as a physician was some­ 
thing marvelous. 
H is only and beautiful 
daughter had shared her father’s passion 
for scientific pursuits. 
She had suddenly 
disappeared several year before, and was 
thought to have been murdered, althougl 
nothing was ever proved. 
“ The old house had the reputation of 
being haunted, and everybody give it 
wide berth. 
“ I made good time,” continued Dana, 
“ and got my reports around on time, but 1 
never shall forget that night.”— IF. 1 \

The remarkable feature of the shipments 
is that apples of a red color sell the best in 
England, where they were almost un­ 
known until they were imported from this 
country.—Hartford Pott.

At a Board of Trade banquet at New 
York, given on the 29th of last month, 
Mayor H ew itt expressed himself vigor­ 
ously and courageously upon the subject of 
strikes and strikers. 
Following is a sy­ 
nopsis of his address : 
Common carriers have duties to perform. 
These duties are well defined. 
They are 
the grow th of a large experience. 
They 
are your defense against oppression. The 
duty of the common carrier is one of the 
rights of the citizen. 
It is the property of 
the public. 
Any attack, therefore, upon 
the common carrier is an attack upon 
property; 
it is an attack upon the very 
essence of property. 
Bearing this in mind, let me ask your 
attention to the dreadful consequences that 
must ensue when a body of men not known 
to the law, not endowed with the great 
emblems of ¡lower, not Judges sitting on 
the bench and not juries to construe the 
rights of one against another, when a body 
of men sitting in secret arrogates to itself 
the ¡tower of the common carrier, and says, 
“ Thus far slialt thou go and no further.” 
T hat, I say, is an attack upon the very 
foundations of social order. 
They are 
worse than burglars or highwaymen, for 
instead of taking the property of one citi­ 
zen they rob the whole community. 
It 
takes away from the fireside the fuel which 
is necessary for cooking the dinners of the 
workingmen. 
It takes away from the 
manufacturer the power which gives bread 
to the workingmen. 
It stops the ex­ 
changes. 
It paralyzes human industry. It 
destroys the very foundations of social 
order. 
[Applause.]

But they lacked 
the eourage at the time.

MAKING SCREWS. 
The process of making screws is a very 
interesting one. 
The rough, large wire in 
big coils is, by drawing through a hole of 
less diam eter than itself, made the needed 
size. 
Then it goes into a machine that at 
one motion cuts it a rrojier length and 
makes a head on it. 
Then it is put into 
sawdust and “ rattled,” thus brightened. 
Then the head is shaved down smoothly to 
the proper size and the nick is put in at 
the same time. 
After “ rattlin g ” again in 
the sawdust, the thread is cut by another 
machine, and after another “ rattling,” 
and a thorough drying, the screws are as 
sorted by hand (the fingers of those who 
do this move like lightning), grossed by 
weight, and packed for shipment. 
That 
which renders it possible for machines to 
do all this is a little contrivance that 
looks and opens like a goose’s bill, which 
picks up a single screw at a time, carries it 
where needed, holds it until grasped by 
something else, and returns for another. 
This is one of the most wonderful pieces of 
automatic machinery ever seen, and it has 
done its distinctive work at the rate of 
thirty-one screws a minute, although this 
rate is only exjierimental as yet. 
Ninety- 
three gross a day, however, has been the 
regular work of one machine.—Enquirer. 


W IL D PONIES ON T H E SOUTHERN., COAST. 
On the banks or sandbars th at divide 
the A tlantic Ocean from Pamlico Sound, 
North Carolina, just inside the lighthouse 
that marks out to the mariner dreaded 
Cajie Lookout, there is to be found a hardy 
race of ponies known as “Bankers.” 
These 
ponies have lived there as long as the 
tradition of the oldest inhabitants dates 
back. 
Entirely surrounded by deep water 
at all seasons, having no communication 
with the mainland, and being barren of 
vegetation, save a scanty growth of sedge 
grass aud low shrubs, the banks have re­ 
mained 
uninhabited 
except 
by these 
ponie«, which seem to thrive and multiply 


in spite of the hardships to which they 
are exposed. 
How they first came there, 
or of what origin, is conjecture, and tradi­ 
tion merely hints the storv of a violent 
storm, witli its attendant shipwreck and 
loss of all on board, save a lot of ponies 
from some European port, which were cast 
upon the sands, and surviving the storm 
became the progenitors of the race now so 
numerous. 
H aving to rely on instinct 
alone, these animals are a subject of study 
to the naturalist, as they are a prey not 
only to the driving sands but to the storms 
of the Cape, that break upon and over the 
narrow sandbar, and change with each re­ 
curring hurricane that topography of the 
country. 
The ponies, choosing the pro­ 
tected side of the hillocks, burrow deep 
into the yielding sand, and stamp out a 
protected stall where they take refuge from 
the storm ; and, while many are destroyed, 
their 
number has increased.— American 
Agriculturist.

The new underworld of micro-organisms 
is also a fighting world, as well as ours. 
But for this it is too probable that we 
larger organisms could hardly exist, and by 
it we may yet be able to conquer everv 
such pest in the human system with its 
identified natural antagonist. 
A German 
medical journal says tiiat Dr. Garre has 
been examining the mutual relations of 
micro-organisms, and has found that there 
is a sharp antagonism, probably through 
their exertions. 
More likely by what 
they take than by what they leave. 
For 
instance, some aerobes, which spread only 
on the surface of gelatine, in a short time 
so alter the nutritive substratum that cer­ 
tain other micro-organisms cannot sxist in 
it. 
\ arious observations made by the cul­ 
tivation of cholera and typhoid bacilli 
have shown that there is probably antag­ 
onism between pathogenic species and or­ 
dinary harmless saprophytes. 
One species 
proved to be pre-eminently antagonistic, 
viz., the bacillus ffuorescenxputridux (Flugge). 
It excretes sjiecifie substances, the oxida­ 
tion products of which tinge the gelatine 
with a greenish color, and hinder the de­ 
velopment of the one set of species, while 
it has no effect whatever on the other set. 
It such cultivations were removed from 
the gelatine on the third or fourth day, 
and the staphylococcus pyogenes aureus inoc­ 
ulated on this medium, no development 
took place, nor did the typhoid bacillus, 
the pneumonia bacillus, and others, devel­ 
op. 
The Asiatic cholera bacillus and the 
bacillus mycoides developed but slowly, but 
the bacillus anthraeis had 
a 
luxuriant 
growth. 
It appears, therefore, that the 
bacillus fluorescens pútridas is a pronounced 
enemy of the pneumonia and typhoid ba­ 
cilli, and by its im plantation the nutritive 
substratum is protected against them. The 
converse, however, does not hold. 
There 
are also so-called symbiotic bacteria that 
flourish side by side, and some even, which 
G arre terms metabiotic bacteria, whose 
existence depends on the presence of oth­ 
ers. 
lie asserts that these facts are not 
confined to experiments in test tubes. 
He 
points to the strife between saprophytes and 
cholera bacilli in ichor and canal water. 
The cholera bacilli always succumb. «Sim­ 
ilar conditions may occur in the intestine, 
and may in some cases lead to the suppo­ 
sition of natural indisposition to cholera. 
Im m unity from a disease may he caused 
not only by micro-organisms of like species 
(vaccination), but perhaps by entirely dif­ 
ferent microbes. 
Antagonism quickly pro­ 
duced in the living body may favorably 
affect infectious diseases already existing. 
Sanitary Era. 


T a p e w o rm s fro m W a ter. 
Lausanne, Switzerland, adds to its pre­ 
vious fame for water pestilence an in­ 
stance of the extraordinary prevalence of 
tapeworm among the population residing 
around Lake Leman. 
It is attributed by 
Dr. Zseliokke to the fish of the lake, espe­ 
cially perch, being largely infected from 
some cause (together with the water, also, 
of course, either as source or result) with 
the germs of this formidably spreading 
parasite. 
The case is that of a young wo­ 
man (published August 15, 1887, by Dr. 
Roux, Surgeon of the Cantonal Hospital in 
Lausanne, and quoted in the New York 
Medical Record) who discharged at one 
time about a hundred bothriocephedi tali. 
full ninety of which were extricated from 
the tangled mass, and distinctly identified 
by the doctor by four and a half hours’ 
labor. 
Numerous very long ribbons, and 
all that had not a distinct head ; or an ab­ 
solutely thread-like neck anil a yard of 
length, were left out of the reckoning; 
neither were any of the ribbons which had 
been discharged several times by the girl 
for a couple of weeks previously taken into 
account. 
The length of individual bothri- 
ocephali varied between 250 and 60 centi­ 
meters. 
In this case the worms passed 
out ip a mass equal to aliout three quarts, 
the patient assisting the delivery by tear­ 
ing tiie package with botli hands, and at 
the same tim e uttering fearful shrieks, like 
a woman in labor. 
The agonizing deliv­ 
ery lasted ten minutes. 
In addition to the 
scientific purification of all water supplies, 
which should lie one of the first objects of 
professional agitation, the doctors ought to 
impart all the information attainable with 
respeet to the kinds of fish and food ani­ 
mals most liable to contain parasites, and 
the indications that may serve for warning 
in individual cases.— Sanisary Era. 


O v e r d o n e W e d d ln g -G ift B u sin e ss. 
A Philadelphia bride was reported a 
while ago as saying th at she had received 
over 200 wedding presents, “ and not a 
single pieee of silver nor a single lamp in 
the lot.” 
H er case was lamentable. 
But 
this wedding-gift business has been greatly 
overdone, and many are asking if there 
can be no relief from it. 
A wedding lias 
come to lie simply a donation visit, such as 
the Methodist people make to a pastor to 
piece out his salary. The true spirit of gift- 
making is lost sight of. 
This must neces­ 
sarily be the ease where several hundred 
guests make a present merely because it is 
a fashion, and because they would lie 
thought niggardly if they failed to follow it. 
W e all follow it, but the real motive, if it 
could he analyzed, could be found to lie a 
selfish and cowardly one. 
This is about 
the case when analyzed: “ J can’t aflord to 
make this present—it will pinch me finan­ 
cially to do so. 
But neither can I aflord 
not to do it. I should be considered mean, 
instead of having the extreme satisfaction 
of being thought to be as liberal as Mr. or 
Mrs. Blank. This gift-making is a terrible 
infliction, but one can't ignore it.” 
There 
is no heart in such gift, and no sense. 
W here one has a circle of several hundred 
friends the question of expense for the car­ 
rying out of this custom becomes serious 
for every one whose income is limited. 
A 
reform could lie inaugurated if every one 
about to he married would send out" with 
the invitation this word: “ No presents re­ 
ceived.”—Hartford Times.

G l a c i e r .—H igh up in 
the mountains of Estes Park, and near the 
summit of Hague’s Peak, there is said to 
exist a veritable glacier.

Pike's Peak Herald to be remnant of one 
of the numerous large glaciers which 
flowed in all the upper canyons of the St. 
Vrain, Big 
Thompson 
and Cache la 
Poudre. 
Its greatest diam eter is aliout 
one-fourth mile. 
Although shrunk to 
such small dimensions, it still preserves 
its true glacial character, as evinced by 
the ice of which it is formed and the 
numerous crevasses which traverse it. The 
crevasses are caused by the strain brought 
upon the ice by its motion, and are 
peculiar to glaciers. 
The largest on 
H allet glacier is 300 feet deep, the Imttora 
being filled with new snow, which the sun 
cannot reach. 
There are others—some 
open and some coveral with a thin crust 
of snow.

To the Editor of the Sun: I saw bv the 
papers that Senator, or as we Californians 
prefer to call him, ( lovemor Stanford had 
arrived in town, and was stopping at the 
Windsor Hotel. 
On Monday forenoon 1 
went to the W indsor, on Fifth avenue,and 
asked the clerk in the office if Governor 
Stanford was in. 
“ Don’t know,” he replied; “ send 
your card and see.” 
“ 1 have no card,” said I. 
“ Here is one,” said he; “ write your 
name on it.

“ This way, please, sir,” said he, beckon­ 
ing, and he showed me up to No. 11Ó 
where sat the philanthropist, looking over 
some letters. 
“ Hello, Item's, I’m glad to see vou. 
Why, what are you doing here V” said’ the 
Senator, extending his hand at the same 
time. 
“ Frying to raise the devil with these 
people who cannot see any harm in the 
free immigration of Chinese slave labor­ 
ers, 
1 said, 1 and 1 want your assistance. 
1 have succeeded,” I went on to sav, “ in 
getting nearly all of the workingmen and 
women of this city on my side. 
I would 
like for you to tell those rich people how 
unde-;.-able these Chinese immigrants are, 
and why their coming should he stopped.” 
1 am not only opposed to Chinese im­ 
migration,” he answered, “ but to the 
immigration of all other pauper laborers 
and their products, too.” 
"W ill you vote for the Mitchell anti- 
Chinese Fill ?” I asked. 
" 1 will,” he replied. 
“ Why shouldn’t 
1.' 
( hir $3-a-day workingmen cannot 
compete with a 6-cent-a-day Chinaman. 
I 
am a strong protectionist. 
I believe in 
protecting the products of our own work­ 
ing people against the cheap products of 
all other working people. 
I rather like 
this agitation,” said the Senator, “ as it 
shows the workingmen are thinking. 
A 
little stirring up does no harm, hut a great 
deal of good. Of course, I am opposed to 
strikes, as I think they can !>e averted. 
They are injurious to both employer and 
■and employe. 
You know that we never 
have any trouble out there on our roads. 
S,met ¡mes a little misunderstanding takes 
place between the head of a department 
and those employed under him, but the 
moment the matter is brought to our at­ 
tention it is adjusted, and that is the end 
of it.” 
“ Your remedy for strikes is co-oper­ 
ation, is It not, Governor?” 
“ Yes, 1 am a firm believer in the prin­ 
ciples of co-operation, 
The wealth of the 
world is in the product of labor. 
Labor is 
the creator of capital, and capital is in the 
nature of a stored-up force. 
It is like the 
balance-wheel of an engine, which has no 
motion that lias not been imparted to it, 
but is a reservoir of force which will per­ 
petuate the motion of the machinery after 
the propelling power has ceased. 
A man 
takes a few thousand dollars of capital, 
builds a workshop, buys raw material ad­ 
vantageously, and engages one hundred 
workmen to manufacture boots and shoes. 
Ih is is the foundation of enterprise. 
The 
employer of labor is a benefactor. 
The 
* great majority of mankind do not origin­ 
ate employment for themselves. 
They 
either have not the disposition or the 
ability to so oiiginate and direct their own 
employment. 
Whatever may be the fault, 
it is nevertheless true that the majority of 
mankind are employed by the minority. 
Capital directed by intelligent enterprise 
is a vast benefactor to man. 
Suppose now 
that each of the one hundred workmen 
employed produces in excess of his wages 
the v alu e of $ 1 a day; §1 a day for each 
a g g reg ated gives $100 per day to the em­ 
ployer. 
His profits from these one hun­ 
dred men is $100. 
These one hundred 
men, !>v associating their efforts and their 
credit, could command a sufficiency of that 
reserv e force which we call capital to build 
the shop and purchase the material to start 
business. ” 
"\\ hv is it, then, that so many co-oper­ 
ative undertakings have failed? 
The 
Morning Sun of November 13th last de­ 
voted a page to a review of co-operation in 
our country, a careful perusal of which 
showed that most of them fizzled out.” 
“That is easily explained,” said the Sen­ 
ior. 
“The 100 men just referred to may he 
good -hoemakers hut very poor salesmen; 
making shoes is one thing, selling them is 
an entirely different branch of the busi­ 
ness. 
In organizing co-operative institu­ 
tions the bookkeeper, the salesman, the 
purchaser of materials and an intelligent 
head or director arc as essential to the 
success of the enterprise as are the cutters, 
tasters and heelers. 
Why,” continued the 
Senator, "in a co-operative .association con­ 
ducting a business and dividing the entire 
proceeds of the business, the dividends so 
created would exceed the ordinary rate of 
wages. 
The best mechanics and the best 
laborers w,mid therefore seek to acquire a 
pool am 
i a c o-operative association. The 
reward ■ 1 1 alcor being greater hv co-opera­ 
tion, the employer would have to offer ad­ 
ditional inducements to labor to remain in 
his employ, because the superior attract­ 
ive no-- ■ t :he* co-operative would incite 
them to lorm societies of this character 
and employ their own labor—or, in other 
words, to narrow the margin between the 
am •nut paid tor labor and its gross product.’

vcruor talked co-operation as if 
done 
1 but study the 
nothin; 
sulcjc c t all his life. 
Notwithstanding that 
he l as deeded away most of his wealth to 
a l ’.o.crd ot Trustees to build and equip an 
educational institution that will, when

>nlv the rich, but the poor man’s sons 
not 
and daughters t an go and get a practical 
«lm ati >n lo fit them for the days to come, 
he i- -tin a very busy man and works early 
and late. 
The Senator has of late become very 
pnjmlar at home. 
Since the death of his 
child, both lie and Mrs. Stanford have 
lieen devoting themselves to the training, 
educating, feeding and clothing of other 
people's children. 
They have organized

T h e L ic k O b se rv a to ry . 
In an article to Harper's Weekly a few 
days sinc e, Edward S. Holden. L.L. D., Di­ 
rector of the Lick Observatory, writes as 
follows: 
“ The observatory is on the summit of 
the highest peak in the Monte Diablo 
range. 4,200 feet above the level of the sea, 
and fifty miles from San Francisco—in a 
situation where smoke and dust and cloud 
can never seriously interfere with its use­ 
fulness in all times. 
The choice of Mount 
Hamilton as a site was made by Mr. Lick 
himself in 1875. 
The large telescope is 
covered by an immense dome 75 feet in di­ 
ameter, whose moving parts weigh 107 
tons. 
The column of cast iron which sup­ 
ports the telescope is 37 feet high and 
weighs 44,<XX* pounds. 
The two steel 
axles on which the telescone can l>e turned 
to each part of the sky weigh about 2,500 
pounds each. 
The tube which they carry 
is 57 feet long and weighs several tons. 
The large objective weighs about 600 
[Kiunds. 
The largest object-glass in the 
world, for visual purposes, has been the 30- 
inch glass at St. Petersburg. The Lick 
telescope is 36 inches in aperture and col­ 
lects twenty i>er cent, more light. 
The 
largest photographic objective has been 
tlie 
Paris glass of 13 
inches. 
The 


Lick photographic objective is 34 inches 
and collects seven times more light. 
Pin 
tograpliic maps of the stars can lie made 
with this lens which will give thousands 
and thousands of the stars where a tolera­ 
bly good telescope will only show a few 
score. 
All sorts of minor appliances, as 
spectroscopes and micrometers, are also 
provided. 
A set of instruments for the 
automatic registration of the time, velocity 
and intensity of earthquake shocks are 
provided also. 
Visitors to the observatory 
will always be welcomed during day time 
to see the building and instruments. 
At 
present the large telescope will lie open to 
visitors at night, every Saturday evening, 
from 7 to 10, and at these times only. The 
completion of this observatory marks an 
era in the history of astronomy in America, 
which henceforward will |>ossess the finest 
observatory in the world, situated more 
favorably than any other, and manned by 
a competent corps of observers, some (if 
whom have already earned a high and 
honorable position in their profession. 
It 
should he a source of pride to us that the 
science of astronomy, which is of no coun­ 
try nor time, can find the highest mechan­ 
ical artistic skill ready to do its bidding, 
within the borders of our own land, and 
that we do not have to look beyond its 
borders to find competent and faithful ob­ 
servers to utilize this magnificent equip­ 
ment.” 


W h y Young; T u r k e y s D ie . 
During a number of years in which I 
made the turkey a study, 1 have read the 
rural papers from every part 
of the 
world, and have never seen good reasons 
given why young turkeys die. 
My own 
theory is: 
In the first place the gobbler 
mates with a lien but once during the sea­ 
son of one clutch, which fertilizes from ten 
to twenty eggs, and an observer not prac­ 
tically interested is liable to make a wrong 
conclusion. 
The eggs at the time of the 
mating are in all stages of development, 
and necessarily some are larger and in hot­ 
ter condition for absorbing a sufficient 
amount of vital force to insure life. There 
can he only two to four eggs sufficiently 
develojK;d at the time an egg is laid to in­ 
sure vitality. 
It is necessary that a mat­ 
ing should take place at each stage of de­ 
velopment, for no case is known where fer­ 
tile eggs were obtained after the sixth egg 
laid by a turkey, or if life came to six or 
more, no case is recorded where more than 
four or five lived, and in most cases only 
the two eggs that are fully developed at 
the time of mating will ever bring strong, 
healthy turkeys. 
The care a chick re­ 
ceives during its early life has all to do 
with its future, hut if the chick has no vi­ 
tality to begin with, no ordinary power or 
care will have any effect. 
A careful ob­ 
server will find that if the first two or three 
eggs laid after mating are taken and mark­ 
ed these will be the only ones that ever 
bring a chick to full development of life 
and health. 
The others that do hatch 
have no vitality, and the chicks live onlv 
on the supply they receive from the air. 
They eat nothing, and what they are forced 
to eat is never digested ; this alone will 
kill them in a day or two. 
The organs of 
absorption have no action, they are pow­ 
erless to operate, and this is caused by the 
lack of an electrical connection. 
The 
blood is stagnant from a slow and weak 
circulation, and this is caused by a lack of 
oxygen. 
The chick, in fact, is in a deplo-. 
rabie condition so far as anything ever yet 
done is concerned, and my opinion is that 
after the chick is hatched in this weak 
condition it had better be left in peace to 
die.— Cor. Country Gentleman.

Suppose the people of the older States, 
when laying out their highways through 
the country and streets in villages fifty o r 
a hundred years ago, had planted hardy 
nut-bearing trees instead of maples, elms, 
catalpus, poplars and similar kinds now- 
seen on every side, doing service only for 
shade and ornament. 
Y’es, suppose it had 
been suggested that nut-trees live toa great 
age, are handsome, afford as good shade as 
other kinds, besides bearing seeds that are 
valuable as food, and suppose these sugges­ 
tions had been acted upon by a large 
majority of those who were about plant­ 
ing wayside trees? 
It certainly re­ 
quires no great stretch of imagination 
to see what would have lieen the re­ 
sult. 
Rows of fruitful and noble shell- 
bark hickories 
would 
now 
be grow­ 
ing 
in 
hundreds 
of 
New 
England 
villages instead of the insect-infested elms, 
poplars and lindens, the wood of which is 
down, not worth one-fourth as much when 
cut as hickory, or that in fact of any of the 
walnuts. 
It is true that the small Imy 
might have enjoyed the nuts from these 
trees, and occasionally loitered hv the way 
when going to or coming from school, in 
order to fill his pockets, still the possession 
of such treasures usually gives more pleas­ 
ure than their cost in time. 
What might 
have been now, may he realized twenty- 
live or fifty years hence, if those who are 
about planting «beet tre e s in cities and vil­ 
lages and along the highways in the coun­ 
try will plant the best nut-bearing trees 
instead of the other kinds, which vield 
nothing of value, and do not afford any 
l>eUer shade than trees bearing delicious 
fruits or nuts.— Orchard and Garden.

posed fully to the sun’s rays, scoops out a 
hole two or three feet deep with her fore 
paws, lines it with old rubbish, grass, etc., 
and lays a layer of eggs varying from 25 
to 200 at a time. 
These are carefully cov­ 
ered over to a bight of three to four feet, 
with grass, small sticks, etc. 
From the 
moment of laying the eggs scores of ene­ 
mies are in wait. 'The big sand cranes and 
eagles are not averse to a good meal of 
’gator’s eggs, while bears, wild cats and 
foxes take them as a great delicacy. Then 
comes the naturalist and curiosity-hunter, 
and hundreds and hundreds of eggs are 
gathered by these_insatiable seekers. 
The 
old female Is very fierce at this time, and 
lies in wait near by, and has been known 
to attack men even in the defense of her 
nest. 
Finally the young ’gators 
are 
hatched by the sun’s rays, and the mound 
seems alive with what looks like young 
snakes. 
These young ones are smart and 
ikely from the first. 
The old hull ’gator, 
with an idea of the good things of life, has 
been taking a sly interest in this incuba­ 
tion, and when the young ones get out he 
is on hand to take a good meal on infant 
alligator. 
Many fights have been witnessed be­ 
tween the female and the male, in the for­ 
mer’s defense of her young. 
The young 
ones, until they reach the length of a foot, 
are witli the old female all the tima. Their 
great delight is to lie basking on thcsunny 
sand hank, clustered in one big mass. 
Upon the slightest alarm the old mother 
utters a hoarse call, ojiening wide her ca­ 
pacious mouth, and the youngsters scram­ 
ble in for safety. 
Formerly they were plentiful on all the 
streams and lakes in the State, bnt the in­ 
discriminate shooting has scared them off 
into the more inaccessible bayous and 
lakes. 
In the lower portion of the State, 
in the everglades, they are hunted vigor­ 
ously for their skins. 
Scores of hunters 
secure from 1,000 to 1,500 skins annually, 
and, as they receive $1 each for them, 
they obtain what is to them a princely in­ 
come. 
“Alligator Pratt,” one of the old­ 
est hunters in that section of the State, 
lives on Lake Tohopekoliga, and his sto­ 
ries of miraculous escapes from ’gators and 
hears are thoroughly enjoyed by the tour­ 
ists who have the good fortune to hear 
him narrate any of them. 
The best and most common mode to hunt 
them is by flashing their eyes at night, the 
same as deer-stalking. Two generally limit 
together in a canoe, one sitting in the 
stern paddling, the other standing at the 
bow, with a bull’s eye fastened to his head. 
They move on cautiously, the one in front 
coaching the course by slow motions of his 
hand. 
H ist! a warning hand is upraised, 
the motion of the paddle ceases, and the 
canoe glides on almost imperceptibly tlie 
slight ripple at the bow being the only 
sound heard. 
The one with the rifle, a 
44-caliber Winchester, slowly raises his 
weapon, peering expectantly forward, now 
to one side, then another. 
Suddenly a 
gleam is seen ahead like a coal of lire shin­ 
ing through the darkness, and the up­ 
raised rifie belches forth a stream of fire. 
A confused thrashing, and, perhaps, a deep 
bellow follows; 
then all is still. 
If 
wounded, the ’gator makes off to deep 
water, and if dead lie sinks at once. 
The 
hunters do not stop for their game, unless j 
in shallow water, and the ’gator is killed 
instantly, but go ahead and search for frfcsh 
victims. 
The next day they begin their 
lookout for their game. 
When killed the 
sauriáns sink at once, but the gases in the 
body bring them up in from six to ten 
hours. 
Hundreds are undoubtedly lost by 
being wounded and dying in some inac­ 
cessible creek or bayou, but the pot hunt­ 
ers care not. The skins are carefully taken 
off and the carcasses left for buzzards and 
other scavengers, though the teeth are 
generally secured if there is- time. 
No 
jiortion is eaten, though some of the 
hunters delight to thrill the incredulous 
tourist with tales of living on alligator

“ Without a word i wheeled my horse 
and dashed back to the solitary figure 
ahead. 
As I came up he seemed to take 
in the situation, for he said sharply: 
“ ‘ Who are you looking for, young man ?’ 
“ ‘Are you General Grant?’ I asked 
eagerly. 
“ ‘ My name’s Grant,’ he said stiffly, hold­ 
ing out his hand for my dispatch. Then 
he said: 
“ ‘ Why didn’t vou come to me at once?’ 
“ ‘I— Í- 
’ 
“ ‘ W ell, what ?’ 
“ ‘ I didn’t think you were General 
Grant.’ 
“ ‘ You didn’t ? 
Why didn’t you ?’ 
“ I saw his eyes twinkle above his cigar, 
that must have gone out three or four 
weeks before, it looked so bad. 
So I ven­ 
tured to tell the fact: 
“ ‘ Because I didn’t suppose < ieneral 
Grant would ride such a looking horse as 
that.’ 
“ He burst into a hearty laugh, and 
General Badeau told mt- afterward that it 
was the first time for a week he had heard 
Grant laugh. 
The General receipted on 
the envelope for the dispatch and dis­ 
missed me, saving:

“ Facts thus continually 
accumulate, leading to the belief that can­ 
cer is a specific infection, and that we may 
some day find its s|ieeific cause, be it mi­ 
crobe or ptomaine.” 
The New York Cancer Hospital—the 
first of its kind in this country, and the 
second in the world—was opened last 
month by an address by Dr. Shardy, dedi­ 
cated, as he says editorially, to such high 
purposes as not only the relief of individ­ 
ual patients, but also the more systematic 
investigation that promises some discovery 
to relieve humanity of the awful prev­ 
alence of this malady. 
The Morton Lecture on Cancer, recentlv 
established at the Ijondon College of Sur­ 
geons, has just been inaugurated, as we 
learn from the Medical Records Ix>ndon 
letter, by Sir James Paget. In view of the 
family likeness of cancerous diseases to a 
number of others that are now known to 
result from distinct micro-parasites and 
ptomaines, Sir James concludes with con­ 
fidence that such must also be the ease 
with cancer, and that, by professional re­ 
searches, the controlling condition can vet 
lie defined and dealt with.—Sanitary Era.

The Tower of Victory at Washington’s 
headquarters, in Xewburg, which has just 
been transferred to the trustees of tlie 
headquarters by Colonel Wilson, of the 
I nited States Array, has cost the National 
and State Governments $35,000: 
Of this 
amount $10,000 was contributed by the 
State. 
In June, 18S*j, the Joint Congres­ 
sional Committee, of which 
the

was Chair­ 
man, finished 
its 
labors, and the 
|>ort on the adoption of the ydaii 
tered in the Senate on June 24th 
ator Hawley, of Connecticut. 
The monument, the contract for the 
construction of which was awarded to 
Maurice.). Power, of New York, stands 
in an elevated position overlooking the 
Hudson river, in the northeast part of the 
grounds, ami near the historic stone build­ 
ing in front of which the < ontinontal Army 
was disbanded on October 23, 1783. 
The 
design represents a Tower of Victory, built 
of native stone, of a rectangular form. 
I he dimensions on the ground lines are 37 
x32 feet, with a total bight of 53 feet. 
Four large archways open into the atrium 
on each side. 
In the center of the atrium, upon a pol­ 
ished pedestal of red granite, stands a life- 
size bronze statue 
of General George 
Washington, which is still vailed. 
The 
statue, which was east at the bronze art 
foundry of Maurice J. Power, in New 
5 ork, is after a design by William Rudolf 
O’Donovan, of New Y’ork. 
The figure 
stands six feet two inches high. 
The head 
is modeled from the life cast by Houdon, 
the fatuous French sculptor, who was en­ 
gaged by Franklin to make the life statue 
of Washington, now standing in the State 
Capitol of Virginia at Richmond. 
Mr. 
O’Donovan has represented Washington in 
the act of sheathing his sword. The statue 
weighs about 
1,000 
pounds, and cost 
$ 10,000. 
From the ground floor of the Tower of 
Victory two commodious circular stair­ 
cases, one for ascent and one for descent, 
lead to a belvedere or open outlook capa­ 
ble of holding nearly three hundred per­ 
sons. 
The belvedere is surrounded by ail 
iron and tile roof. 
The roof was to he 
supported by thirteen massive columns, 
upon which the bronze shields of the thir­ 
teen original States were to he placed, hut 
the appropriation gave out before the 
shields had lieen provided, and the col­ 
umns, in consequence, arc bare. 
The interior walls are provided with re­ 
cesses for the reception of bas-reliefs and 
medallions, which may he supplied in the 
future. 
Tlie exterior walls are furnished 
with four niches, two on the east, or river 
side, and two on the west side. 
These are 
intended for the reception of bronze figures 
of an allegorical character, or statues of 
Washington’s four favorite Generals. 
A 
bronze tablet is set on the exterior east 
wall with a commemorative inscription, 
showing that the monument was erected by 
the people of the United States to perpet­ 
uate the memories of the patriotic Contin­ 
ental soldiers, to whom we are indebted 
for our glorious free country and govern­ 
ment. 
The monument was constructed under 
the direction of the Secretary of War. 
Its 
foundation was laid in September, 1886, 
and only last week was the whole accepted. 
Much of the stone for the memorial was 
quarried near West Xewburg, a superior 
quality of stone being there obtained for 
the parpase. 
The trustees of Washington’s 
Headquarters do not take kindly to the 
design of the memorial, hut as they could 
not and did not for a long time aeree iqion 
a design, the National Government very 
properly took hold of the matter with as 
good a result as could be hoped for. 
The 
trustees, however, will now construct an 
iron fence around the memorial and will 
place gates at the four entrances to the 
tower. 
They will provide a watchman 
next spring to protect the prop- 
As hitherto indicated, there is no 
money available to he expended 
the structure. 
No arrangements 
therefore, beem made for the dedi­ 
cation of the memorial. 
It is proposed 
that Ilenry Bacon, Representative in Con- 
gross for the Fourteenth district, shall 
introduce a hill during the present session, 
calling for the appropriation of $5,000 to 
be devoted to the dedication ceremonies 
of the 
memorial. 
The services will 
probably he held in the spring—April, 
perhaps. 
The view from the belvedere of the 
memorial embraces a broad expanse of 
river and mountain scenery, with out­ 
lying valleys. 
North and South Beacon, 
upon whose towering tops 
the signal 
fires were lit during the revolution, are 
directly in front, while to the right is 
seen the northern gate to the Highlands 
with West Point in the distance. 
The 
Commission by whom the final decision 
was made iqmn the design of the me­ 
morial first asked for designs from promi­ 
nent artists, and it was only after several 
designs 
had been submitted that the 
Tower of Victory was selected. 
At that 
time 
the 
Commission 
expressed 
the 
hope that their labors would Ik’ satisfac­ 
tory to the people of New York. 
The 
committee consisted originally of Senators 
Bayard, Miller of New Y’ork, Hawley, 
Hill of Colorado, and Hampton, and Rep­ 
resentatives 
Rannoy, Ketehum, Curtin, 
Beach, Burrows. Knott, Townshend of 
Ohio, and Ellis. 
The last three named 
and Senators Bayard and Hill were not in 
Congress at the time the final report of the 
¡joint committee adopting the design of tlie 
Tower of Viet ry was submitted and ac­ 
cepted. 
The repoit of the Commission isa 
historical document, with illustrations and 
much valuable information. 
The site for 
the memorial was chosen at the time 
the Xewlmrg 
centennial was held, on 
Thursday, October IS. 1863—the selection 
being made by the Trustees of Washing­ 
ton’s Headquarters. 
Upon that occasion 
orations were delivered by Thomas F. Bay­ 
ard and William M. Fvarts. 
The prayer 
was made by the late Rev. Dr. John For­ 
syth, of Xewburg; a patriotic poem was 
delivered 
by 
Mr. 
Wallace Bruce, of 
Poughkeepsie, and there was a grand cho­ 
rus of 250 voices. 
Xewburg, with a then 
population of 20,000, was visited by more 
than 100,000 people when the (cntennial 
of the disbandment of the Continental 
A rinv was held.

Tlie Manhattan bridge,which crosses Har­ 
lem river at One Hundred and Eightv-first 
street, is being pushed by the contractors. 
I he granite piers and abutments are more 
than three-fourths completed, and the first 
of the two great arches has been swung. 
By March the other arch will be finished 
and there is little if any doubt that the 
spfondid structure will be entirely com­ 
pleted by June 1st. 
Tlie big central pier 
that stands on the east bank of the water’s 
edge and supports an end of both street 
arches is built up within 10 feet of the 
finishing line, which is about 150 feet above 
tide water, 
i lie other two piers are al­ 
most as tar advanced. 
All three piers 
have been tilled in with Portland and 
Rosedale cement, and are practically solid 
masses of rock. 
The abutment on the 
east bank is 342 feet long and is pierced In- 
four arched passages of masonrv, the 
widest of which is 60 feet. 
They are all 
practically finished, except filling' in. 
On 
the west bank the abutment is only 277 
feet long and contains three arches. 
Two 
of these are practically finished. 
These 
land arches were not contemplated in the 
original designs, which had, instead, solid 
blocks of masonry. 
In fact the entire 
stone-work is considered one of the finest 
specimens of American masonry, and suf­ 
fers nothing by comparison with the time- 
honored and excellent structure just below 
it—High Bridge. 
But the great feature of the Manhattan 
bridge is tlie two monster parabolic arches 
of steel that span the river and the New 
York ( ’entra 1 Railroad tracks which run 
along tlie east bank. 
Each of these spans 
is 508 feet in the clear, with a rise of ninety 
feet in the center. 
The one that has al­ 
ready been swung is painted a bright red, 
and such is its size that at a distance it 
looks like a little rainbow rising above the 
horizon. 
These huge arches consist of six 
ribs, made of steel segments riveted to­ 
gether and ranging in width from eighteen 
feet six inches at the end of the arch to 
111 teen feet, the size of the key segments. 
The average weight of each of these is 
about ten tons. 
To handle them might 
seem a well-nigh impossible task, but it is 
done without difficulty.—N. Y. Tribune.

It consists

Tills is fastened to the 
horns by straps, and the cartridge in the 
end is fired by tapping the iron pin in the 
end of the gun and driving it against tlie 
cartridge. 
The bullet pierces the center 
of the brain and is buried in the spinal 
marrow, causing instantaneous and pain­ 
less death. 
The ox walks without fear or 
apprehension to the shambles, a touch is 
given to the fatal needle, and the huge 
creature drops utterly dead and incapable 
of suffering.

The House Committee on Public Lands 
lias instructed Representative McKenna to 
report favorably his bill to pay to Califor­ 
nia five per cent, of the cash sales of public 
lands within tiiis State, 
it ought to be 
that wc could take it for granted that the 
bill w ill pass, and our school fund be thus 
augmented nearly hall a million of dol­ 
lars. 
The bill about to he reported is the 
same which last session had and now is 
receiving the attention of Governor .Stan­ 
ford in the Senate. 
The hope that the bill 
w ill pass may suffer deleat from the fact 
the Committee on Public Lands reported 
favorably upon a similar bill in 1880. That 
bill Senator Stanford vigorously pushed in 
the Forty-nintli Congress. 
The history of this claim of the State is 
interesting. 
From the organization of the 
( Government it has been its policy to grant 
to the Slates, on admission, or subsequent, 
some percentum of the net proceeds of the 
cash sales of public lands within each 
State. 
California was admitted on the 
same footing with other States, and there 
were imi-osed upon her obligations like 
those upon all other States. 
She 
wils 
bound by the A ct of admission not to in­ 
terfere with the primary disjiosal of the 
public lands, and to pass no Act to aftect 
the title of the United States to them. 
California is the only public-land State in 
the Union to which tlic rebate on sales of 
public lands has not been made. 
It is now 
nearly thirty-eight years since she was ad­ 
mitted, and thirty years since public-land 
sales liegan here, but to this date our rep­ 
resentatives have been unable to briti 
Congress to a true sense of the justice of our 
claim for the five per cent., though it 
was presented a decade ago. 
Our Ij'g- 
islatore has memorialized Congress upon 
the subject over and over again, but w ith­ 
out much apparent effect. 
In the Forty- 
sixth, Forty-seventh, 
Forty-eighth 
and 
Forty-ninth Congresses, bills were pre­ 
sented to settle the claim , two of them be­ 
ing favorably reported, but no further ac­ 
tion could be secured. 
The claim Is au equitable one of the 
strongest character. 
It is the only one of 
its character that the Federal Govern­ 
ment has refused to give deserving atten­ 
tion. 
Commissioner McFarland, ol 
the 
General Land office, in re.-qionse to Repre­ 
sentative Berrv, in 1884, stated ¡hat as 
the Act adm itting California int . the 
I iiion did not provide for the payment of 
any jiereentage of the proceeds of the 
sales of public lands within her bo ilers, 
no account therefor had been “ stated” in 
the Land Office in favor of the State. 
This appears to have been the technical 
objection that lias impeded the claim 
th roughout, though whenever advanced it 
lias been in a timid and apologetic manner, 
as if consciousness that the injustice of 
the objection carried shame with it. 


Commissioner McFarland, in February, 
1881, at the request of Mr. Berry, calcu­ 
lated the amount that would then be due 
the State. 
He said; 
“ T he amount that 
wi 'Ul be affected by the passage of the 
hi 11 referred to, not including the amount 
derived from any location or disposal of 
the public lands other than cash sales, in­ 
cluding mineral land, to June 30, 1883, is 
$9,168,690 13, and five ]*er cent, thereof is 
$458,434 50.” 
It is one of the strange features o f this 
claim that California had an agent at 
Washington for eight years pushing this 
among other claims of the State, and vet, 
despite the undeniable equities of the case, 
the backing and energetic labors of our 
delegations, and tlie indifferent opjiosition 
made to the claim, it could not be brought 
to a conclusion. 
According to t lie report 
of Agent Mullan, whose excessive demand 
for services in urging California claims 
some time ago formed the subject of con­ 
siderable public ami other discussion, the 
objection raised in the Forty-fifth Congress 
came from the Chairman of the House 
Committee on Public Lands.

ACCIDENT A8 A HEALEE. 


It is not well to abandon hope, even 
when the physician gives up his case. 
( )f 
course, it is a wise thing to “trust in the 
doctor.” 
There is nothing else to do, but 
a recent case in Cincinnati proves the old 
adage that w hile there is life there is hope, 
and that accident may do that which the 
highest medical skill cannot accomplish. 
Lydia Jordan was striken with diphtheria. 
Despite the most skillful treatment, she 
grew steadily worse. 
The growth of a 
false membrane in her tbroat finally led 
the doctors to pronounce her in a most 
critical condition. 
When this membranous 
growth had so advanced that the young 
lady could scarcely breathe; the air passage 
had been closed until it was hut about tlie 
size of a knitting needle; her throat had 
swollen fearfully, and she 
gasped 
for 
breath and struggled for life, with every 
vein of her face and neck full almost to 
bursting; the physicians, failing to find 
in medical science any relief for her, told 
her parents that the dread disease had 
triumphed, and death was but a question 
of a few hours at the utmost. 
The chief 
of the doctors, on retiring, left a vial of 
medicine to be administered if her writh- 
ings ceased sufficiently at any time to per­ 
mit it, in the hope to lessen the agony in 
her last moments. 
The story runs from 
that jKiint the gamut of terrible suffering 
for an hour. 
F inally the father and 
mother saw the young woman was sinking, 
her struggles grew feebler, and they seized 
the opportunity to administer the ]«>tion. 
The room was ill-lighted, and the mother 
took up what she supposed to he the medi­ 
cine, and by the aid of the girl’s father 
succeeded in forcing it into her mouth. 
Then ensued a singular scene; the liquid 
was instantaneous in its action. 
Says the 
local account: 
T he g irl w rith ed au d q u iv ered as she h ad not 
before. 
H er linger n ails tore in to th e flesh. 
T he veins fairly lean ed from h er skin. 
H er 
face grew b lack , a n o h e r w ide, starin g eyes 
fairly starte d from th e ir sockets. 
No scream 
issued from th e w rith in g lips. 
It w as th e p er­ 
sonification ot m u te agony. T his only lasted 
for a m in u te. S uddenly th ere w as a sharp, 
c rack in g sound. T he g irl’s body lifted itself 
from th e bed. 
T here w as a terrib le gasp, a 
groan, au d th e n a fit o f rack in g coughing. T he 
sw ollen veins began to subside, th e b lack color 
o f th e face ch an g ed to a d u ll red. th e eyes 
slow ly closed, an d tlie g irl began to b reath e 
again. 
W hile th is w as h ap p en in g a n d th e girl 
u a s at th e very h eig h t of h e r suffering, the 
m o th er looked at th e bottle w hose con ten ts h ad 
produced th a t terrib le effect. To h er h orror she 
discovered th a t, by m istake, she had given the 
g irl u large dose o f a q u a am m onia, a sufficient 
q u a n tity to h av e suffocated a w ell person. 
The physicians were quickly recalled. 
To their amazement, the patient they ex­ 
pected to die within the hour, was breath­ 
ing with comparative ease, and the girl 
was looking better than for several days. 
Her lips and mouth were terribly burned 
by the dose, hut her throat was very nearly 
clear, and she ltad a pulse signifying re­ 
turning vitality. 
The false membrane had 
been ejected and most of it we, found upon 
the bed-clotliing near her face. 
It was a 
peculiar formation, nearly three inches in 
length and half an inch in diameter, strong 
and elastic and pierced by a very small 
hole. 
The Cincinnati faculty pronounce 
it a medical curiosity. 
The y„uug woman 
has recovered, and she owes her life to a 
mistake. 
O f course it is not to be taken 
from the experience in the Lydia Jordan 
case, that it is wise to jiour ammonia into the 
throats of sufferers from diphtheria. W ere 
that attempted, as in her case, in most 
others it m ight hasten death. 
But it is 
certain— for the vouchers for the recital 
are reliable— the patient named owes her 
life to-day to a drastic dose of ammonia, 
which gave her the precious breath o f life 
when medical science had abandoned hope. 


DEFENSES OF THE METROPOLIS. 


Lieutenant E. F. (¿ualtrough, Inspector 
of Ordnance, U. 8 . X., writes to Com­ 
mander Belknap, at Mare Island, a long 
letter concerning the defenses of San Fran­ 
cisco, in which he combats the idea that 
the metropolis is so much exposed as 
has been generally believed, to naval as­ 
sault. 
He holds that there is no sufficient 
reason, for instance, for the very general 
statement and common lielief that San 
Francisco is tc-day com pletely at the 
mercy of any ship-of-war of the size of the 
Triumph or Duquesne. 
But if this charge 
relates only to the inability of shore de­ 
fenses to protect her, he admits that the 
fear is justified, 
He contends that the 
single-turrcted monitor Comanche, in ease 
of war, would lie able to make the com­ 
mander of the English ironclad Triumph, 
hesitate long before attempting to enter 
the bay of San Francisco. 
H e holds that 
the double-turreted Monadnock, when fin­ 
ished, would successfully defy the whole 
British navai force in the Pacific. 
And 
further on he claims that the offensive 
power of the fore 


m ight be brought against e>an Francisco in 
the event of war, is very materially over­ 
estimated ; that in event o f war, England' 
for instance, could send very few of her

It is this under-cutting, this “ hurting” for 
mere sensation’s sake, this 
saying 
of 
incisive things in a way to leave false and 
damaging impressions, 
without making 
charges, that 
causes 
most 
complaint 
against newspaper men. 
The self-respect­ 
ing journals of this country are precisely 
as careful not to unjustly or needlessly 
stab character or drag privacy from retire­ 
ment uselessly, as are gentlemen and self- 
respecting men in their private relations 
anil communion with society. 
Certainly 
wrong idea does obtain concerning the 
liberty of the press. 
It never is so broadly 
exercised as the liberty of tbe bar, at 
which character is arraigned, and where 
it is dissected and libeled without mercy 
behind the 
privilege 
of 
the lawyer. 
The press is expected to expose wrong, 
lay bare fraud and corruption, and do bat­ 
tle for the clean, good and just things of 
life. 
It is expected to do this without 
harm to the innocent or malice towards 
any; it is expected t o . assume all risks 
and answer for all mistakes it makes 
The attorney at the bar is not called to ac­ 
count for his utterance, even after his vic­ 
tim has established his innocence. Strictly, 
the ethics of the law do not justifv the at­ 
torney in personal assault; he is to confine 
him self to the array of proofs and the con­ 
clusions to which they tend, but practically 
tlie rule is more breached than observed. 


For the sensational, malicious, blackmail­ 
ing and Paul Pry press, no one asks quar­ 
ter: but for the decent journalism there is 
demanded fair judgment, and that can 
not justify the sneering and contemptuou 
expression in which so many indulge, with 
apparent gusto, when speaking of news­ 
papers. 


I n 1884, when Mr. Cleveland was ac­ 
cepting the nomination for the Presidency, 
he wrote to the com mittee in these words;

EARLY DAYSi IX SACRAMENTO. 


S k e tc h o f th e C e le b r a te d S q u a tte r 's R io t 
R e la te d b y a n E y e W itn e ss. 


E d s. R eco k d-U n io n : 
It is almost forty 
years since I reached the spot where Sacra­ 
mento, the beautiful capital city of the 
proud State 
o f California now stands. 
W hat was then known as Sacramento City 
was a hard-looking place, and consisted of 
a few tents and cloth houses, scattered 
am ong the giant oak and sycamore trees 
that *skirted the river bank, fringed the 
sloughs and were so thick upon the rich 
bottom lands that it was a difficult matter 
to drive a team between them without 
knocking off the bark. 
The roads in con­ 
sequence were so crooked that no more 
than two yoke o f oxen could be used until 
you got beyond the timber belt, which ex­ 
tended back from the river a distance of 
one m ile. 
I saw a team of oxen mire down 
where Seventh and J street is now located, 
and the anim als could not be extricated 
until they were all unyoked. 
The first three nights 1 spent in Sacra­ 
mento I shall never forget; they are as 
vivid in my recollection as though it was 
yesterday. 
There were no lodging houses 
at that lim e, and I. with several others, 
hired a c c o m m o d a tio n s in a hay-stuck a n d 
we found it, although expensive, quite 
comfortable. 
Í assisted in the survey for 
the first levee constructed around the city, 
and had the misfortune to receive prom­ 
ises for my pay. This, however, was not 
the rule in the early days of California, for 
all obligations, either written or verbal, 
were generally kept. 
Men were liberal 
with their m oney and the sick a n d dis­ 
tressed were cared for. 


T H E SQ UATTER R IO T . 
I witnessed the butlle between the settlers 
and the squatters. 
Malone rode on horse­ 
back, with drawn sword, leading a out 
fifty m en, armed with double-barreiled 
shotguns. 
The 
next 
thing 
I 
no­ 
ticed was Sheriff McKeny riding between 
two gambling houses to and fro, ordering 
every man to arm him self and follow him . 
A great many did. 
I think m ost of them 
were 
sporting 
m en. 
The 
Sheriff's 
party pressed upon Malone's men, and 
the firing commenced. 
The first wounded 
man that I saw was a man shot through 
the wrist. 
The next an emigrant, that had 
just arrived at the town, who was struck 
by a stray ball in the neck. H e was carried 
away on the shoulders of two men, the 
blood spurting two feet high from the 
wound. 
The next I observed was the 
Mayor of the city on horseback. 
I believe 
his nam e wa3 Bigelow. 
H e came riding 
from the front, very fast, during tbe thick­ 
est of the fight. 
H is horse fell with him 
on a pile of lumber, when he jumped up 
and ran into a blacksmith shop, and was 
not seen again for two or three days. 
I 
afterwards went to the spot where he fell. 
There were pieces of flesh an inch long on 
the lumber. 
Malone’s horse 
fell dead 
while crossing from J to K street. 
Malone 
ran a few steps, turned into an alley, and 
fell dead, flat on his face, in a pool of slop 
at a kitchen door. H e was shot in the back 
of the head. 
The next day the funeral of the settler 
took place, with considerable show —bands 
of music, a very long procession, etc. After 
the funeral Sheriff McKeny and Dr. Bri- 
erly thonghtthey would ride up tbe Am eri­ 
can river about seven m iles and take one 
Allen, said to be a squatter. 
They arrived 
and entered the house, and told him he was 
a prisoner and had to go with them to the 
city and stand trial. 
H e told them his 
wife was dying, but as soon she was dead 
he would go with them . 
They replied 
he was going then, dead or alive. 
At this 
shooting commenced, and A llen’s step-son 
was killed at the first fire. 
A llen then 
killed both the Sheriff and the doctor at 
one shot with a shotgun. 
Alt this hap­ 
pened in the room where his dying wife 
lay, and Alien was badly wounded. 
I 
have seen the wounds several times. 
One 
was by a ball in the side just below the 
ribs, the other in the arm, the bone being 
shattered from the wrist to the elbow. 
He 
said when he saw the men fall he ran from 
the house down 
into 
the river, 
and 
kept close to the bank by holding to the 
bushes. 
One of his negroes 
found him 
there and placed him on a m ule and took 
him to the m ountains. 
There was a large 
reward offered for his arrest, but no one 
got it. 
He traveled with me on the same 
ship 
from San Francisco to Acapulco, 
Mexico. 
There he left the ship with others 
to cross M exico on horseback to Vera Cruz. 
This was the last I heard of him . 
H e told 
me there was one thing he wanted to do, 
and he though he would die easy; that was 
to kill two men he wished to get even with 
in California. 
Allen w as a native of 
Missouri.

ROADS AND HIGHWAYS. 


PROPOSITION TO SPRINKLE ALL 


ROALS LEADING TO THE CITY. 


T h e W ild O ra n g e to b e P la n te d ou 
a ll th e R o a d s id e s —T a lk A b o u t 
S a c r a m e n to S tr e e ts. 


The committee of the Sacramento City 
and County Improvement Association on 
driveways and county roads, and beautify­ 
ing the sam e by planting evergreen trees, 
met at the association rooms at 1 p. m. yes­ 
terday and held a two-hours’ session. The 
Chairman o f the committee, ex-Supervisor 
Passett, presided, and G. W. Hancock 
acted as Secretary. The meeting was largely 
attended, there being representative citizens 
from all portions of the county present, as 
also county and city officials and Sacra­ 
m ento business men. 
in calling the meeting to order, Mr. 
Fassett stated that there were two things to 
consider. 
First, the subject of tree-plant 
ir.g; second, putting the highways in the 
best possible condition, 8ini then keeping 
them sprinkled during the drv or summer 
season. 
Mr. W illiam son asked lo see a capy of 
the ordinance introduced by Mr. McMullen 
and passed by the Board ol Supervisors 
November 8th, relative to tree-planting. It 
reads as follow s: 
O rdinance No. lt>—T he Board o f S upervisorsof 
S acram en to county do o rd ain a? follows: 
A ny o w n er o r o ccu p an t o f lan d ad jo in in g a 
p u b lic h ig h w ay in th is cou n ty not less th an 
th ree rods w ide m nv p lan t sh ad e an d o rn a ­ 
m en tal trees in a n d along th e highw ay, ou th e 
sid e contiguous to his lan d . 
T h e trees n n r t lie set in reg u lar rows, at a d is­ 
tan ce o f at least tw en ty feet trom one a n o th e r, 
a n d not m ore th a n l i e feet Irow th e bou n d arv 
o t th e h ighw ay. 
I f th e h ig h w ay is m ore th a n eightv feet w ide, 
th e row m ust not be less th a n six n o r m ore th a n 
eig h t feet from th e bou n d ary . 
W hoever w illfully in ju res a n y such trees is 
liab le to th e o w n er or to th e occu p an t for th e 
dam age th ereb y su stain ed . 
A nd to encourage 
th e p la n tin g an d c u ltiv atio n ol such trees, th e 
S upervisors o f th is county sh all n ay for each 
tree so p lan ted a n d cu ltiv a te d , th a t sh all oe 
liv in g a t th e en d o f four years, th e sum o f SI. 
In connection with the above the follow­ 
ing resolution was adopted by the Board: 
Besolt'cd, T h ai a ll p arties w ho com ply w ith 
O rdinance IS, re la tin g to th e p la n tin g o f sh ad e 
an d o rn am en tal trees along th e highw ays, re­ 
port th e sam e to th e B oard o f S upervisors not 
later th a n th e 1st day o f May o f eaeh year. 
Erskitie Greer, road overseer in District 
11, said that they had made m any improve­ 
ments in the roads in his district, had 
rounded them up, placed gravel upon them. 
Tiie roads were in good condition for many 
miles in his district and would remain so 
if sprinkled during the summer or dusty 
months. 
It seemed like a waste of money 
to round up and gravel roads that would 
cut up into dust and blow off into the 
grain fields with (lie slight breezes from the 
south. 
N o matter how high they raise 
them, a few summer’s travel would cut 
them up, they would disappear in clouds 
of dust, and after awhile it would leave u 
depression. 
The roads that have been 
sprinkled liad remained intact all summer 
and were excellent highways in winter. 
It 
was money well expended. 
The farmer 
conld haul heavy loads, and there was 
som e pleasure in traveling over them. 
He 
thought that all the principle roads leading 
from the city should be sprinkled. 
The 
test given last season showed conclusively 
that it was money well expended, and that 
the roads could be kept in better repair in 
this manner at a less expense to the county 
than in any other. 
They pack solid, 
remain so 
all 
summer 
and 
do 
not 
cut up so badly in the winter. 
Messrs. W illiamson, Aiken, Hancock, 
G illis and Coleman all made speeches upon 
the subject, fully coinciding with the views 
of Mr. Greer. 
The cost of sprinkling a 
road o f five m iles in length was only $100 
per month, when the water-tanks were con­ 
veniently located—say one 
every m ile. 
The cost of a wind-m ill, boring of a well, 
a D u m p and a 3,500-gallon tank was only 
$273. 
The question of expense was discussed 
for a long tim e, all agreeing that it was 
money well expended, and the roads could 
be kept iu better repair by sprinkling than 
in any other way. 
Mr. Fassett and Mr. 
Greer gave itemized statements of the ex­ 
pense of last year's sprinkling of the Upper 
Stockton. Lower Stockton and Freeport 
roads, which showed conclusively that five 
or six m iles of road could be well sprinkled 
during the dry season for $500. 
T h eon lv 
expense would be the locating and putting 
in óf water-tanks on roads not already sup­ 
plied. 
Mr. Gillis stated that Mr. Mackey. who 
has charge of the llaggin ranch, volun­ 
teered to bote and pipe wells along the 
road leading north front the Twelfth-street 
bridge as far as Arcade. 
Mr. Mackey also 
recommended the use of a small steam- 
purnp, which he savs would fill the largest 
tank in ten minutes, and which could be 
put on wheels and hauled along by the 
sprinkltng-eart. This steam-punip. which 
costs but $175, has a suction ¿>ipe that can 
be dropped in the w ell,steam can be got tip. 
in five minutes, and it will throw a 6 inch 
stream with the force of a fire engine. 
After considerable discussion it was de­ 
cided to recommend the sprinkling of the 
following roads, for a distance of say six 
miles front the city lim its: 
Upper Stock­ 
ton, lower Stockton, Jackson, Grant, Free­ 
port and J street. 
As Jackson and J street 
run almost parallel, and come together at 
Brighton Station, some suggested that but 
one of them be sprinkled. 
This, however, 
did not meet with much favor. 
These are 
the principal roads leading to the city, and 
one is entitled to as much consideration as 
another. 
It will cost say $2,500 to $3,000 to 
do the sprinkling, and quite a little sum to 
equip the roads with water tanks. 
Mr. Coleman moved that a committee of 
five be appointed to investigate and report 
at the next meeting, which will be held on 
the 28th inst., the probable expense of 
sprinkling and the cost of putting up suit­ 
able and convenient water tanks along the 
half dozen roads named. 
The motion was carried, and the Chair 
appointed 
the 
following 
com mittee : 
Lower Stockton and Freeport roads, E. 
Greer : upper Stockton road, L. F. F assett; 
Jackson road. George C. McMullen ; Grant 
road, Dugald Gillis ; J-street road, Edward 
F. Akin. 
The farmers present then took a Land in 
discussing the streets of Sacramento. Tbev 
said they could get to the city lim its, but 
could not get into the business part of the 
town, owing to the sorry condition o f the 
streets east and south of Fifteenth and M. 
Supervisor Tebbets joined in with them, 
and said the streets of Sacramento were 
sim ply a disgrace lo the commonwealth, 
and gave as an exam ple Twelfth street, 
north of H . 
A man can get along there 
with a buggy in the winter time, but that 
is about all.and still it is the entry fora large . 
travel, 
lie said the Sixteenth-street people 
were willing to gravel, and if the Twellth- 
street citizens did not wake up it would 
force the Supervisors to trestle tiie overflow 
so as to make the entry for the northern 
portion of the county through Sixteenth 
street. 
It would cost but a few dollars, but 
“ old siluria ” seemed to have the call on 
Twelfth street, and its residents were in­ 
clined to be mossbacked. 
The subject of tree planting took up an 
hour's time and was somewhat a repetition 
of that of the evening before. 
All (hose 
present favored the Florida sonrjorange, 
and Mr. W illiamson, if he gets enough en­ 
couragement, will bring out a carload of 
several thousand in tim e for this year'9' 
planting. 
He thinks they can be sold Itere 
for 50 cents each. They are nurserv-grown 
and about five feet in bight. 
A resolution was passed requesting the 
Board of Supervisors to grade the follow­ 
ing streets : 
J to Thirty-first; Twenty-first 
front J to Y , and Twelfth from H to B. 
This will give the farmers a chance to get 
in the city and when they get in,to get out. 
As it is now it is difficult’to get in,and once 
in they are in doubt as to their ability to 
get out. 
Resolutions urging everybody to plant 
trees and recommending the sour orange 
were passed. 
Mr. Gillett, o f Florida, addressed the 
meeting, giving the members many points 
regarding the planting of oranges, etc. 
The m eetirg adjourned to 1:30 p. m , Sat­ 
urday, January 28lh.

January 10tb, m ention is made of " znro, 
“ above zero” and "below zero ’’ in regard 
to the weather o f Northern California. 
\\ bile charges of falsehood aud misrepre­ 
sentation can be made, m ay it riot in som e 
cases be rather doe to want of knowledge 
about the zero point or tbe proper expres­ 
sion, as the thermometer seldom shows 
such low temperature iu this State7 
The fact is, while the United States of 
America has been m oving along in tbe car 
■if progress far more rapid than other na­ 
tions, it has in another direction been 
standing still entirely, aud this m ay be 
partly due to the fact that seldom in the 
halls of the National Capitol has science 
been represented, and probably most ofall, 
tliat tbe lever money plays »o part in it! 
Lawyers, bankers, manufacturers and busi­ 
ness men do not sufficiently interest them- 
se'ves in the adoption of a ditlerent method 
111 the measurement of heat, or a different 
standard in weights and measures ; there­ 
fore we use still the old system s first intro­ 
duced by England centuries ago. 
Science generally all over the so called 
civilized world has adopted the centigrade 
system in tbe ordinary measurement of 
beat. 
It was first introduced by Celsius, a 
Swede. 
In this the zero point’is 0, when 
water treezes, while 100a C. represents the 
boiling point of water. 
In Reattmer, water 
.reezes at 0, and boils at 80° R., while iu 
F’ahrenheit’s division, water is made to 
fret ze at 32° F’„ and boils at 212° F’. 
As zero signifies 0, mistakes naturally 
may arise iu confounding zero points,which 
in Celsius and Ueaumer, under 9 follow I, 2, 
•1, etc. 
It would probably be clearer in ex­ 
pressing one’s self by m entioning the de­ 
grees below 32°F. when water freezes, plac- 
ingalong side the number under 32also 1,2, 
3, 4, etc. 
But fur the com ing generations’ it 
would be far better to adopt the simpler 
and more scientific system cf Celsius, meas­ 
uring from "0 ' (z.tro), when water freezes, 
to loo when it boils. 
No mistakes what­ 
ever can arise, as all under 9, is noted as 
above stated. 
The tim e must come when there will be 
a more universal system of weights and 
measures, divisions of heat as in the 
ordinary thermometer, and a general or 
like system of money all over the the com ­ 
mercial world. 
It matters little, whether 
it is the dollar, mark or franc, ail three 
represent 
one 
hundred 
sm all 
coins. 
Germany and France have at present the 
smallest division of money in Europe. 
In 
F ranee 100 sous—1 franc ; and in Germany, 
190 pfennige—I mark; and in the latter 
coun ry, the kreutzer, 
groschen, 
silver 
groschen and all the old miserable coins 
have been swept aside and returned with 
neat coinage. 
in weights and measures tbe F’rcncb 
system was adopted, in spite of tbe people, 
who found the old pound (pfuud) good 
enough for their futliei and grandfather, 
and never wanted a change. 
in this direction probably few rulers have 
done more for science and to propel the car 
of progress onward than the late Emperor 
Louis Xapolecn. 
A republic could never 
have carried through what was advised to 
him by able men in their branch of studies, 
and he him self found to benefit tbe nation 
he represented. 
Coming gi aerations may, 
in the distant future, judge more leniently 
men like Loui3 Napoleon or King Louis of 
Bavaria, despite the Lola Montez affair. 
Many men. and even women, of that class 
must be judged many years after, when tbe 
good they accomplished will far outweigh 
the sins they committed. 
In this tiie Catholic Church acts very 
wisely, for it is said she waits 400 or 600 
years before she canonizes them, or makes 
saints of them. 
Bv that tim e tbe little 
sins that passion dictated are forgotten or 
overlooked; but tbe great good accom­ 
plished which often does not bear fruit at 
once, 01 in one’s lifetime, then stands out 
in bold relief. 
In the sale of the necessaries of life, a 
number of customs can be pointed out that 
require changing. 
I will only in this arti­ 
cle name one, which may make a differ­ 
ence of m illions of dollars in the United 
States alone. 
But it ought to be adopted 
ail over the world. Tell me, Mr. Editor, 
why we must tenaciously cling to the cus­ 
tom of counting eggs, where sm all ones 
will often bring as much as twice the size'.’ 
M by not weigh them, and establish a cer­ 
tain rate for a dozen, which could advance 
or be lowered according to supply and 
want, as in other goods, or eatables like 
meat, which they reaily represent? 
On 
this coast we have already in most our 
dealings become used to weight instead of 
measure, as in tiie Western States, where 
the bushel and peck is used. 
W ith us, po­ 
tatoes, fruit, grain, etc., are nearly ail sold by 
the weight they represent, and it would 
therefore be just as easy to add eggs, when 
the Hue value is expected to be paid for 
them.

H on. C. H . Garoutte, Superior Judge of 
Yolo county, yesterday dismissed the case 
o f J. H. Harlan charged with the murder 
of E. I*. Craft. 
He spoke as follow s: 
It appearing to the Court that a great 
majority of the citizens of Yolo county 
have been passed upon in the previous 
trials of this case as to their qualifications 
.0 be competent jurors; 
And the Court further believing that it 
would be impossible under the present cir­ 
cumstances of this case to secure twelve 
legally qualified jurors in the county to 
try tbe sam e; 
And it further appearing that there is no 
provision of law by which the trial of said 
cause may be transferred toanother county; 
And it fur :her appearing that the defend­ 
ant, Harlan, has already been tried twice 
for the crime charged in the information 
filed in this case; 
And that upon the first trial of said de­ 
fendant the jury disagreed, standing four 
for conviction and eight for acquittal; and 
that upon the second trial of said defend­ 
ant the jury' disagreed, standing two for 
conviction and ten for acquittal; 
And it further appearing to the Court 
that the people in both trials of said ease 
were 
represented by able and zealous 
counsel; 
And it not appearing to the Court by the 
statements ot the District Attorney or 
otherwise, that any new evidence can be 
produced for the people in case said de­ 
fendant should undergo a third trial ; 
And it further appearing to the Court 
that the trial of said case occupies from 
thirty to sixty days of time, resulting in 
the retarding o f other litigation of great 
im portance: and that each trial of this 
case entails a cost to Yolo county of about 
four thousand dollars; and believing that 
a third trial of this defendant would not 
result in a conviction ; 
Therefore, by reason of the foregoing 
facts, the Court orders that this case be and 
the sam e is hereby dism issed; the defend­ 
ant discharged; and his bondsmen re­ 
leased from all liability.

Jo n a th an Talcott, of Rome, N. Y., in a 
com m unication to the Country Gentleman, 
w rites th a t he rem em bers his grandfather 
telling of raising a very fine yoke of oxen 
before th e w ar of th e R ev o lu tio n ; one 
calf was horn in M ay, and saved for an ox, 
and in Ju ly a heifer calved his duplicate, 
so nearly m atched th a t it was difficult to 
tell w hich was th e older except in size; so 
he wished his parents to raise it to com­ 
plete his yoke of oxen, and his m other con­ 
sented, on condition th a t th e calf should 
lie weaned at seven weeks old, as she 
w anted th e m ilk for cheese-m aking. 
Con­ 
sequently the calf was taken to an outly­ 
ing pasture by my grandfather at th a t age. 
In th e fall both calves were turned on to 
the famous G lastonbury meadows, and in 
th e w inter they had the best of care. 
T he 
result was th a t they 
were considered 
am ong 
the finest w orking cattle in th e 
valley of th e C onnecticut river, and did 
team ing service during th e w ar of th e 
R evolution. 
In th e fall of 1886 
we 
had an excellent cow drop a eow calf, 
O ctober 28th. 
E arly in N ovem ber one of 
th e m ilkm en who had a m ilk route in th e 
citv tam e for m ilk, 
and 
wanted 
all 
we could 
m ake for 
his customers, so 
th at we concluded to try an experim ent 
in raising th e calf, and from 1 a-ly iu No 
vem ber till about the m iddle of M arch the 
calf got oil-m eal porridge instead of m ilk, 
and all the nxilk the calf received was the 
rinsing of th e cans daily, w hich was very 
little, varying from a tablc-poonful to a 
half a teacupful daily, 
T he oil-m eal por­ 
ridge was m ade from old-pr<>eess meal, as 
new-process meal will not m ake a [Mirridge 
like th e old process. 
A handful or two of 
the meal was stirred into boiling w ater and 
covered up and left to cook from m orning 
till night, then thinned w ith warm w ater 
or cold, as desired, to m ake it as warm as 
new m ilk, and fed to th e calf, when a like 
ration was prepared for th 
next meal. 
These rations were increased as th e age of 
th e calf increased, and its wants required 
m ore feed. 
By following this treatm ent 
and feeding th e calf has been in perfect 
health , has grown well, and is very prom ­ 
ising a t th is w riting. 
I do not know th a t 
this is th e best m ethod, but it has far e x ­ 
ceeded my expectations; had not the calf 
proved health y I should have th ought the 
experim ent a failure.

I* isii P o iso n e d by S e w a g e .—Some in ­ 
vestigations made by G erm an chem ists in 
regard to th e injury to fish by sewage and 
waste w aters show th at chloride of lim e in 
th e proportion of 0.04 to 0.005 per cent., 
has an im m ediate deadly action upon 
tench, w hile trout and salmon perish in 
presence of O.WIOS per cent, of chlorine. 
Sulphurous acid has th e same action as 
chlorine, and is still more hurtful if a n ­ 
other acid is sim ultaneously p re sen t; su l­ 
phites are harmless. 
H ydrochloric acid, 
1 per cent, kills tench and trout. 
In sul­ 
phuric acid of .01 per cent, trout turned 
on th eir sides in two to six hours, w hile 
tench were not atlected in eighteen hours. 
T annin a t .01 i>er cent, is harm less; am ­ 
m onia exerts no action at .01 per cent. 
Soda at 1 per cent, is fatal to tro u t on p ro ­ 
longed exposure. 
M anganese chloride at 
5 p er cent, had no action on tench in 
tw enty-four hours, and a trout sustained 
1 per cent, for five hours. 
Iron acts as a 
sjiecific poison upon fishes, but only in the 
state of a ferrous salt. 
Alum has th e saíne 
injurious action as the salts of iron ; and 
th e solution o f caustic lim e has an ex­ 
ceedingly violent action upon fishes. 


T h e E n g l is h T r u c k A c t.— An E ng­ 
lish paper says: “ T h e T ruck Act, passed 
last session, renders it illegal for any farm er 
to supply his laborers w ith beer or cider, 
or any other alcoholic drink, i.i part pay­ 
m ent o f wages. 
On the whole, perhaps, 
th e change will he beneficial: but for men 
who will have one of these beverages, 
w hether supplied by th eir em ployer or not, 
th e prohibition w ill he disadvantageous, as 
they will pay more for worse liquor if th ey 
buy it, and they are not all in a position to 
brew at bnnic. 
T he most aw kw ard effect 
of the Act, however, w ill be its application 
to the ease of au indoor farm servant, if it 
applies to him a ; all, and there is nothin» 
to show th at it does not. 
I f th e farm er 
has beer on his table, and has been a ceas- 
tomed to supply it to his indoor laborers ‘ 
they w ill thinK »t very hard to be com- * 
peiled to drink w ater. 
Perhaps, provided *

hiring contract, th e A ct will not interfere • 
w nh th e dieting of the laborers any m ore ¡

T H E LUCK 0 ? U D Y P R IO R S . 


I.adypriors, as Tiiames oarsmen may 
know, is an old Elizabethan house that 
occupies a pleasant isthmus in one of the 
<|uiete.st and most secluded bends of the 
river. 
And at Lady priora the Lilburns 
have lieen settled, if not exactly since the 
Conquest, anyhow since the days of Oliver 
Cromwell. T he place, though secluded, is 
not unfrequented. 
All through the sum­ 
m er the splash of oars may be heard from 
the stream ; punts are moored here and 
there in quiet nooks, ard fishermen, and 
fisherwomen, too, ply their patient task 
from morn to eve. 
And yet waterfowl 
haunt the sedgy margins of the river, and 
in the shallow backwater the heron is 
sometimes to be seen poised motionless 
upon his slender limbs. 
The neighboring village, too, is a favor­
